Fxchanges between the Western 
Powers: and the Soviet Union have 
given “very little encouragement 
that any useful purpose would be 
served by inviting Russia to a con- 


ference to discuss the supply of arms — 


the Middte East. 

The existence of these exchanges was 
disclosed by .Sir ANTHONY EDEN, the 
Prime Minister. in the House of Com- 
mons on Tuesday; when Mr. ALrrep 
Rosens (Lab.. Blyth) urged him to take 
the initiative in calling a conference of 
the signatories to the Tripartite Declara- 
tion and the Soviet Union “ witha view 
to. discussing a complete arms embargo 
to the Middle . East.’ 

The Prime Minister said that a com- 
piece embargo of arms to Middle East 
countries by the three signatories io the 
Tripartite Declaration would conflict with 
iis terms and with Britain’s. treaty 
engagements, 

Mr. Robens protested that Sir Anthony 
had not answered his question. He wanied 
to Know whether the Prime Minister 
would call a conference of. the signatories 
to the Declaration, together with the 
Soviet Union. 

“Ti is not a question of inviting. the 
Three Powers to put an arms embargo 
on the Middle East, but whether the 
Prime Minister would endeavour to secure 
an arms enybargo jointly with the Tripar- 
tite Powers and the Soviet Union.”

Prospects for an Arab-Israeli settle-

maugural Baghdad Treaty Council meet- 
ing here, which discussed the whole range 
of Middle East problems, that until 
recently it looked as if the Arabs did not 
want a settlement with Israel. “ Now it 
seems. they have achieved a. state of 
willingness to reach onc,” he added, 
The British optimism was expressed as 
delegates of the five Treaty nations began 
wos Baghdad: afier creating a new 
Middle East defence structure. 


Common Approach 


Authoritative British sources Said that a 
common Arab approach for a permanent 
settlement with Israel may not be far off. 
Such a move, regarded by delegates from 
Britain, Turkey, Iraq, Pakistan, and Persia 
as “most. urgent.’”” would nullify the 
newly-won Soviet foothold in the Middle 


East and pave the way for early. associa- 


tion of other Arab States with the 
Baghdad Treaty. 

The Baghdad Pact Council ended its 
inaugural meeting with a communiqué 
announcing that. permanent pohtical, 
military, and economic committees had 
been set up to defend the security of the 
Pact region. and to develop technical 
assistance. 

The communiqué followed meetings 
between Mr. Harol@ Macmillan, the 
British Foreign . Secretary, and the 
Premiers of the other. four member- 
States—Nuri Said (Iraq), Mohammed Ali 
(Pakistan), Adnan Menderes (Turkey), 
and Hussein Ala (Persia).

The reluctance of the West to suppl)

from the Soviet bloc and to Iraq from 


the West has convinced many Israelis 
that the Arabs will begin their * second 
round ” against Israel in the spring or 
summer of next year. 


Tension has again increased as a result 


of Egyptian border raids and, on Wedncs- 
duy a Foreign Ministry spokesman 
announced that the Israch delegation 
to the United. Nations had. been 


instructed to. lodge a ‘strong protest 
with the President of the Security Coun- 
cil. against recent Egyptian aggress:on. 


The. President. was. asked to draw the 


attention of all member-States. of the 
Council to. the unceasing attacks by 
armed Egyptian forces and activities o! 
Egyptians raiders operating from 
Egypt and from Jordan. 

The spokesman said th.s canipaign was 
apparenily based on Egypt s considered 
Policy of maintaining: tension along the 
borders ““so as to ,pave the way for 
more drastic military operations against 
Israel in the future.” Against this back- 
ground. he added, it was not difficult to 
understand Egypt's objection to the U.N 
proposals for easing tension in the 
Nitzana zone and the continued concen- 
tration of her forces in the El Auja area 


and in the Gaza strip. 


‘Repeated Provocation 


After. four atiacks had been made 
within 36 hours on Israel troops and 
civilians, the Israeh Foreign Minisiry, on 
Tuesday, issued'a statemem declaring tha 
the Egyptian Army was apparently unde: 
orders: to harass and provoke pereens 
continuously. 

Phese attacks, the statement said, were 
part of a chain of provocative incidents 
which had continued since the cease-fire 
agreed to by both sides on November 4. 
In less than three weeks, 23. attacks had 
been made from Egyptian military posi- 
tions ; in the same period there had been 
12 incursions by Egyptian military planes 
over Israeli territory. 

At the same time, the statement added. 
Egyptian Army representatives in other 
Arab States, particularly in Jordan, had 
organised and conducted military raids 
against. Israel from those countries. ~ It 
is becoming clearer daily that Egypt is 
bent on aggression. 

Earlier, following two incidents on the 
Jordan fronuer,. the Foreign Ministry 
issucd a stalement declaring. that these 
attacks bore signs of being part of an 
organised guerrilla campaign directed 
against. Israel. ‘Since they occurred 
along the Jordan border, the Jordan 
Government, the statement adde 
* could not shirk its responsibtiitics. 
though they. closely resembled hostile 
acts previously carrted out py 
Fedaycen (Egyptian commandocs) along 
the ..-Gaza .. strip...

The solemnity of the occasion was 
heightened by the participation of the 
Chef Rabbi and the Haham, who recited 
4 special prayer, and by the sombre songs 
sung by the London Jewish Male Choir, 


under the direction of Mr. Martin White, 


which preceded the opening of the mect- 
ing by Mr, .H. Landy, Chairman of 
Mizrachi. 


High Morale 


The. Chief Rabbi said that “at this 
grave hour of ordeal and anxiety is 
heartening, aS it IS: not unexpecied, to 
know that the morale and Spirit of the 
population in Israel are high, and how- 
ever much they .be preoccupied tn the 
problems of defence and security they 
are not diverted trom their continuing 
tasks of developing iheir economic, social, 
cultural, and spiritual programmes. Jews 
outside the land ot are surely 
in sympathy with the -Yishuv 
and pledge their tull support its 
endeavours. 

* Ordinary folk like ourselves,” he went

defence, because they realise that Jewry 
cannot and must. not face once again 
a future in which the homeless cannot 
tind. shelter, the persecuted cannot find 
sanctuary, and the needy cannot find 
succour.” 

Speaking behalf of the Jewish 
Agency. which he represents in this 
country, Dr. S. Levenberg said that. the 
world Zionist Movement had never been 
anti-Arab: it had always. striven for full 
co-operation between Jews and Arabs on 
the basis of full equality and for the 
benetit of the whole Middle East.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


LADDER OF LIFE 


HEN consider the 
career of Jacob as it 1s 
outlined in the Scriptures, 


we can distinctly see how his life 


falls into two parts, with the night 
of his vision as the turning-point. 
In the earlier stage he does not give 
the impression of a manly per- 
sonality. He appears to be weak- 
willed and easily influenced. His life 
seems to lack purpose and direction, 
and it might well have failed to 
develop to its full stature if troubles 
had not befallen him. They pre- 
pared him for his spiritual experi- 
ence at Bethel and made it possible 
for the vision to be seen by him. 
That tnspiring dream might never 
have come to him if he had remained 
at home, living a sheltered life, with- 
Oul a care to act aS a stimiius to the 
growth of. his spirit. If this be so, 
we learn from the Patriarch’s example 
low mistaken is the prevalent thought 


that the hard knocks which the human’: 


being receivés in the course of his life 
are irreconcilable with belief in God 
as a loving Father. On the contrary, 
because He is a loving and all-wise 
Father, He sees the necessity for 
measures which are often painful to 
induce His children to develop the 
powers with which they are endowed 
and make use of the opportunites 
which life offers. 


WERE we. supplied with all our 

needs without personal effort, if 
we could obtain all we desire by 
stretching out the hand and taking 1t, 
how many would want to work ? The 
majority would idle away their time 
and find existence empty of zest. They 
would grow flabby, physically and 
mentally. Hence the Biblical teaching, 
When thou eatest the labour: of thy 
hands.: happy shalt thou be, and it 
shall be well with. thee.” (Psalms 
CXXVITT, 2.) 
~ This is an illustration of the wise 
ordering of human life by an under- 
standing Creator who knows what. is 
best for us, although we often criticise 
Him for not doing to us what we think 
He should do, - So instead of murmur- 
ing we should learn to submit to His 
jidgment and have confidence in His 
planning. 
to make a muddle, of our affairs, as 
mankind as a whole has been doing 
in the latter vears, but He has also 
given us the power to put them right 


if we earnestly have that aim.

HUMANITY is granted the vision 

of a peaceful, happy, and con- 
tented world. It is an ideal placed, 
as it were, at the top of a ladder, and 
we have to scale the rungs to reach 
it; but reached it can be by man’s 
own efforts under Divine guidance. We 
have the opportunity to build as well 
as to demolish. We can, if we so 
choose, put the resources of the world 
to a beneficial use for the spread of 
contentment, instead of devoting them 
to the means of universal destruction. 
lt is tor us to determine which it shal!

blame to God if our choice is wrong. 

Accordingly, the beautiful story of 
Jacob narrated in the Sidra has its 
moral for the human race and for the 
individual, For the latter it holds this 
lesson: a.time arrives when we leave 
the. peaceful haven of the parental 
home in which we have been shielded 
from hard experiences. We then have 
to make our way in the world and be 
prepared tor anxieties and difficulties. 
To nerve us for the struggle we need 
confidence from the same source that 
Jacob found in his vision. If we think 
of our career as a ladder to be 
mounted with God at the top, we are 
provided wath an inspiring idea! to 
guide us towards a noble goal. We 
‘are then not deterred by perils and 
hardships. but move on stead ly to the 
fulfilment of our. destiny, We are 
able to understand the force of the 
Psalmist’s confession, is good tor 
me that I have been afflicted, in order 
that I might learn Thy. statutes.’ 
(cxix, 71.) 


AID FOR SPASTICS 

A message signed by the Chief 
Rabbi, the Archbishop of Westminster, 
and the Bishop of London, Patrons of 
the National Spastics Society, points 
out that spastics can be helped by 
special schools, training centres, and 
medical research, all of which are 
being organised by the society. 

One of the ways in which this work 
was financed, it is Stated, was through 
contributions recerved for seals which the 
socicty had sent by the million. to schools, 
clubs, shops, offices, and works, military 
Stations, and British passenger - ships. 
‘ Every time you use one of these on a 
letter, grecting card, or parcel, you are 
helping the society to raise tts target of 
£250,000 for this year,” the message

The society has established in the past 
four years, 20 local treatment centres, 
three special schools, one _ residential 
home and sheltered workshop, and a 
£45,000 medical research programme.

Having recalled that the Jewish people 
twice already suffered the loss of 
their homeland. the Haham said that the 
people of Israel today felt that it was 
iheir sacred duty to defend their Promised 
Land “If the people of Israel have to 
take up weapons, it is only for self- 
defence, because they realise that Jewry 
cannot and must. not face once again 
a future in which the homeless cannot 
tind shelter, the persecuted cannot find 
sanctuary, and the needy cannot find 
succour.”” 

Speaking .on -behalf. of the Jewish 
Agency. which he represents in this 


country, Dr. S. Levenberg said that the 


world Zionist Movement had never been 
anu-Arab: it had always striven for full 
co-operanon between Jews and Arabs -on 
the basis of full equality and for the 
Senetit of the whole Middle East. 


POALE ZION MEETING 


Addressing a crowded meeting of. the 


Poale Zion at the Grand Palais Theatre, 
London. E:., on Sunday, Sir Leslie 
Piummer, M.P.,. and Mr. lan Mikardo, 
M.P., stated that the Soviet entry into the 
Middie East was a direct result of, and a 
reply to. the Western polhcy of rearming 
the Germans in Europe and the Moslem 
States under the Baghdad Pact. Both 


described the British proposals for the 


surrender of Negev territory to the Arabs 
as a “sinister attempt to destroy Isracl. 

Mr. S. Goldberg, who presided, said 
that if Sir Anthony Eden = was’ now 
secking advice from. the same people 
who had advised the late Ernest. Bevin 
he would “find. himself in stmilar 
mess.” 

Miss Rena Langer, Secretary of the 


Pioneer Women, said that tt was the duty, 


of the Jewish people here to arouse 
public opinion to the recognition. that 
the situation in the Middle East was of 
direct Concern to, the British people and 
that it was in their own interest that 
Isracl’s security should be safeguarded 
by firm guarantees and arms supplies for 
defence: 

Pointing out that he was the only non- 
Jew on the platform, Sir Leslie Plummer 
said that his presence was a “humble 


attempt to demonstrate that yours 1s. 


not a fight of Jews alone but also of 
Gentiles who are determined. that. Isracl 
shall not die’ and that “the dreadful 
things of Belsen should not be repeated 
in the Middle East.” 


Russian Move 


Sir Leslie asserted that the Russian 
entry into the Middle East was “a direct 
‘result of, and their reply to, German 
rcarmament,’ For the Soviet bloc was 
now trying to upset the balance of power 
in the Middle East as a counter to 
the upsetting of the balance in Europe 
by the Western policy of arming the 
Germans. 


Sir Leslie described as “* sinister the 


statement lasi week by the Foreign Office 


* which .explained,” he said, “that. the 
concession expected from Israel was the 
surrender of the Negev.”’ This would 
cut Israel's throat from ear to ear. 
If I were an Israeli I would rather dic 
in a ditch than surrender my country, 
he staied. | 

Mr. A. Richtiger (who spoke in 
Yiddish) said that while the Jewish people 
in its painful history had always learned 
to seek out and to value friends among 
other nations, they must realise that the 
existence of the Jewish State and of 
Jewry as a whole would in the long run 
depend not on guarantees but on them- 
selves. 

A reply from the Foreign Office to a 
telegram sent to it by the Poale Zion 
was read by Mr. H. Miller, the party's 
Secretary, This stated that Her Majesty's 
Government had not changed its attitude 
on the quesiion of guarantees of Israel's 
security, and that the Government had no 
intention of “contributing to an arms 
race’ in the Middle East, 

There was a generous response from 
the audience, mainly elderly Easi Enders, 


Mr. Edward Atiyah. 
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when Mr. Miller made an appeal for 
contributions towards the financing of 
new settlements in the unpopulated areas 
of the Negev. 

In a scathing attack on Sir Anthony 
Eden, Mr. Mikardo stated that the Prime 
Minister didnot care twopence either 
about Israel or the Arab States. The 
only reason why he was talking of givine 
up the Negev was “a narrow and sordid 
military reason”: to. provide a corridor 
for British troops from the’ Mediter- 
ranean to Jordan. Any foo! could offer 
mediation to two sides with a proposal 
which was acceptable only to one: and 
one did not need to be a statesman to 
bargain away someonc else's. terrilory,. 
he Stated,

ISRAEL’S FRONTIERS 


London Co-operative Party 
Demand 


At the annual conference of the 
London Co-operative .

Genese. Chairman of the. North

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE LADDER OF LIFE 


HEN we_ consider the 
career of Jacob as it 1s 
outlined in the Scriptures, 
we can distinctly see how his life 
falls into two parts, with the night 


of his vision as the turning-point. 


In the earlier stage he does not give 
the impression of a manly _per- 
sonality. He appears to be weak- 
willed and easily influenced. His life 
seems to lack purpose and direction, 
and it might well have failed to 
develop to its full stature if troubles 
had not befallen him. They. pre- 
pared him for his spiritual experi- 
ence at Bethel and made it possible 
for the viston to be seen by him. 
That inspiring dream might never 
have come to him if he had remained 
at home, living a sheltered. life, with- 
Oul a care tO act aS a stimuius to the 
growth of his spirit. If this be so, 
we learn from the Patriarch’s example 


how. mistaken is the prevalent thought 


that the hard knocks which the human 
being receives in the course of his life 
are irreconcilable with belief in God 
aS a loving Father. On the contrary, 
because He is a loving and all-wise 
Father, He sees the necessity for 
measures Which ‘are often painful to 
induce His children ‘to develop. the 
powers with which they are endowed 
and make use of the opportunities 
which lite: offers, 


WERE we suppled with ou 
needs without personal effort, if 
we could obtain all we desire by 
stretching out the hand and taking it, 
how many would want to work? The 
majority would idle away their time 
and find existence empty of zest. They 
would: grow flabby, physically and 
mentally, Hence the Biblical teaching, 
“ When thou eatest the labour of thy 
hands, happy shalt thou be, and it 
shall be. -well wath” thee.” (Psalms 
2.) 
_ This ‘is an illustration of the wise 
ordering of human life by an undeér- 
standing Creator who knows what is 
best for us, although we often criticise 
Him for not doing to us what we think 
He should do. So instead of murmur- 
ing we should learn to submit. to His 
judgment and have confidence in His 
planning. He has given us the power 
to make a muddle of our affairs, -as 
mankind as a whole has been doing 
in the latter years, but He has also 
given us the power to put them right 
if we earnestly have that aim. 


HUMANITY is granted the vision 

of a peaceful, happy, and con- 
tented world. It is an ideal placed, 
as it were, at the top of a ladder, and 
we have to scale the rungs to reach 
it; but reached it can be by man's 
own efforts under Divine guidance. We 
have the opportunity to build as well 
as to demolish, We can, if we so 
choose, put the resources of the world 
to a beneficial use for the spread of 
contentment, instead of devoting them 
to the means of universal destruction. 
lt is for us to determine which it shal! 
be. We have no right to attribute the 
blame to God if our choice is wrong. 

Accordingly, the beautiful story of 
Jacob. narrated in the Sidra has its 
moral tor the human race and for the 
individual. For the latter it holds this 
lesson: a time arrives when we leave 
the peaceful haven of the parental 
home tn which we have béen shielded 
from hard experiences. We then have 
to make our way in the world and be 
prepared for anxieties and difficulties. 
To nerve us for the struggle we need 
confidence from the same source that 
Jacob found in his vision. If we think 
of our career as a ladder to be 
mounted with God at the top, we are 
provided with an inspiring ideal to 
guide us towards a noble goal. We 
are then not deterred ‘by perils and 
hardships. but move on stead ly to the 
fulfilment. of our destiny. We are 


‘able to understand the force of the 


Psalmist’s confession, “Tt is good for 
me that I have been afflicted, in order 
that might learn Thy statutes.” 
71.) 


AID FOR SPASTICS 


A message signed by the Chief 
Rabbi. the Archbishop of Westminster. 
and the Bishop of London, Patrons of 
the National Spastics Soctety, points 
out that spastics can be helped by 
special schools, training centres, and 
medical research, all of which are 
being organised by the society.

* Every ‘time you use one of these on a 
letter, grecting card, or parcel, you are 
helping the society to raise tts target of 
£250,000 for this year,” the message 
states. 

The society has established in the past 


four years, 20 local treatment centres, - 


three special schools, one residential 
home and sheltered workshop, and a 
£45,000. medical research programme.

POLISH PATRIOT’S CENTENARY 


World Jewry will wish to join in 
the tributes to the memory of the 
Polish poet and patriot, Adam 
Mickiewicz, the centenary of whose 
death occurs tomorrow. For Mickie- 
wicz was a great friend of the Jewish 
people when such friends were rare in 
Eastern Europe. In his epic poem 
Pan Tadeusz—one of the greatest 
of the nineteenth century—a_ vita! 
role is played by a Jewish cymbalist, 
Yankel, who js portrayed as a fine 
Polish patriot and fighter for the 
independence of Poland. Yankel, an 
Orthodox Jew—he is described as 
wearing the Orthodox Jewish garb of 
the time—carries out dangerous 
missions, performs at the wedding of 
the heroine, and is partly instrumental 
in the reconciliation of two feuding 
As the poem was 
taught in every Polish school, the 
effect on children of Mickiewicz’s pro- 
Jewish feelings was considerable.: The 
poet died in Constantinople while 
trving to raise a Legion to fight for 
Polish independence. He intended 
that the Legion should: include Jewish 
units, 


NATIONAL CAMPAIGN 


The two-pronged campaign—one in 
Parliament, the other in the country— 
to abolish capital punishment is being 
led by two Jews, Mr. S. S. Silverman, 
M.P., and Mr. Victor Gollancz.

EDEN CRITICISED BY 
BRITISH PRESS 


Sympathy for Israel | 
At least 15 editorials and scores of 
articles have been published so far in 
the British press all dealing with 
Isracli-Arab relations, especially the 
repercussions of Sir Anthony Eden's 
Guildhall speech. With the exception 
of THe Times, and one or two less 
important newspapers, all comment 
has been favourable to Israel, display- 
ing the fullest understanding of her 
situation as well as for her rejection 
of Sir Anthony’s proposal for a 
revision of frontiers. 


The MANCHESTER GUARDIAN was par- 
ticularly outspoken on the subject. In 
a leader significantly headed * 1947,” the 
paper recalled the many conciliatory 
gestures Israeli leaders have made for 
reaching an understanding—all rudely 
turned down by the Arab neighbours. li 
ts forgotien, saad the editorial, that Israel 
has made all the “ peace offers,” has 
- proposed a corridor for the Arabs 
through the Negev, has invited Jordan to 
use the Port of Haifa, has agreed to 


rationalise her frontier with Jordan, has. 


accepted plans for border security, has 
agreed in principle to the Dulles plan, 
subject’ to hfting of the blockade. The 
editorial concluded by saying that there 
is surely too much disposition to feel 
that all would be well if only Isracl 
would shrink and be less conspicuous. In 
surprising contrast to these views was 
the cartoon by Low, printed in Tuesday's 
issue, giving a most curious view of 
Isracl’s “embroiling ’’ of Britain and the 
U:S.A.! 
Impracticable Proposals 

The Daity TeELeGRAPH, which on many 
previous occasions, like THe Times at 
present, echoed Foreign Office views, this 
time described Sir Anthony's suggestions 
of a frontier revision as being “ almost 
laughably impracticable.” Among the 
other London dailies, 
CHRONICLE was particularly favourable to 
isracl, and the friendly editorial was fully 
supported by Mr. Cameron's magnificent 
articles from Israel. 

The provincial press, too, in its articles 
and editorials demonstrated a good deal 
of sympathy for Israel. 

The lxisH Times, published in Dublin, 
commenting on Sir Anthony's speech, 
said that for once the Arabs and Israel 
seem to have agreed on giving it the 
Same interpretation, but on reflection 
there was justification for Israel's attitude. 
It described the Prime Minister’s proposal 
as “ unfortunate.” 

-Among the weeklies, the most out- 
spoken was the New STATESMAN AND 
Nation, which over Vicky's telling car- 
toon showing the Russian and Western 
statesmen playing chess with the Middle 
East as the pawn, described Sir Anthony's 
offer to mediate in the Arab-Israeli dis- 
pute as “ begging almost all the important 
questions.”” The Conservative SPECTATOR 
summed up its comments in the title of 4 
leading article “ Indecision and Obstruc- 
tion.” Sir Anthony's Guildhall speech, 
it said, appeared so ill-advised as to be 
positively disastrous. TIME AND TIDE 
followed with a no less poignant com- 
ment entitled “Chain of Folly.” It 
recognised the Prime Miunister’s special 
‘difficulties, saying that it is probably 
impossible for him “to reverse a whole 
course of actions founded on a firmly

held belicf and pursued with assiduity 
over many — All the more unfortu- 
mate it is, therefore, that he should have 
to make so marked and so per- 
sonal an intervention in this field at this 
me. 
® The Economist, referring to the Prime 
Minister’s statement in the House of 
Commons following the Guildhall speech, 
pointed out that the gist of his answers 
was “rather lame” and that his pro- 
posals at the Lord Mayor's banquet were 
to have caused “ alarm as well as 
wrath and obduracy in Isracl.’’ Both ihe 
Israelis and the Arabs, says the paper, 
being Semites, are uncompromising, and 
Sr Anthony’s idea was doomed to be 
shouted down by one of them if not by 
both. The paper concedes that Sir 
Anthony, a diplomat of experience, ma 
have intended simply “to sur Arab minds 
to reflect on the possibility of negotia- 
tions with Israel.” But the fact that his 
suggestion was immediately followed by 
a passage condemning Russia’s intrusion 
in thesMiddle East has, apart from any- 
thing else, been interpreted by the Arabs 
as an admission that they have but to 
glance towards Moscow for Wesiern 
tit-bits to follow. 

No less significant and important for 
Israel is the attitude taken up by the 
religious press. The CuHurcn Times, for 
instance, while justifying the Premier's 
vague suggestion of a compromise over 
frontiers, draws attention to the difference 
in the negative response it had in Isracl 
and Egypt. The Egyptians, said the 
paper, “do mot wam merely to adjust 
their frontiers with Israel. Wha; they 
really want is to exterminate Israel alto- 
gether.”” The CHrist1AN HERALD also 
devoted a full article to the problems of 
Palestine, tracing the sources of the 
present conflict. This paper, too, sees 
the difficulty. in the fact that the Arahs 
are not for a revision of frontiers but 
for a complete reinstatement in the areas 
now forming the Israeli State. Even if 
one concedes. that 
theoretically reasonable they are. says the 
paper, in. practice incompatible with 
Israel's existence.

the terms of the Tripartite Agreement 
to deliver certain supplies of arms to the 
Middle East countries. That is a standing 
engagement which Mr. Robens will find 
in the Declaration of May 25, 1950. The 
three Governments recognise that the 
Arab States and Israel all need to main- 
tain a certain kevel of arms and we have 
a responsibility to deliver them. 

“ Therefore I think it is hard to see, 
unless the parties in the Middle East 
agree, how we could go back on thal 
agreement with the Middle East countries, 
quite apart from any other consideration.” 

Dealing with the possibility of a con 
ference with Russia, Sir Anthony 
declared: “* I think it is fair that I should 
add that exchanges which we and the 
other signatories to the Tripartite Agree- 
ment have had with Soviet leaders give 
us very litth encouragement that any use- 
ful purpose would be served by inviting 
the Soviet Union to a conference of the 
nature suggested.” 

Mr. Robens said, amid cheers, that 
under the terms of the Tripartite Declara- 
tion there was an understanding that a 
balance would be maintained between the 
Arab States and the Siate of Isracl. 

‘If there is to be no attempt to have

After many years of unbroken silence on the subject the Communist 
press has suddenly returned to the question of Biro-Bidjan, the autonomous 


Jewish region in far eastern Russia. On

FOLKSTIMME, the Yiddish organ of the Polish Communist Party, published 
a long article under the significant title of “ The Jewish Autonomous 


Region Under Construction.” 


The article, it was stated, was a. reprint 


from the BirRo-BIDJANER SHTERN of October 16. 


Having produced this unexpected 
and convincing evidence of the exis- 
tence of a Yiddish paper in Biro- 
Bidjan, and emphasised in the title the 
Jewish character of the region. the 
paper went on to quote many extracts 
from an article by Mr. W. Malanin, 
described as. the secretary of the local 
Central Committee of the Communist 
Party. Mr. Malanin, whose name does 
not appear to be Jewish, strikes a

Thus. for instance, the article describes 


the troubles which. the general manager 


of a furniture shop, a Mr. Melamed, 
undoubtedly a Jew, has. with tron beds, 
the: parts. of which do. not. fit. © Mr. 
Melamed is even shown. with a hammer 
in his hand trying to adjust certain parts, 
while disgruntled customers stand around 
watching him: anxiously. Another sales- 
man in the shop ts forced to deal with 
the angry complaints of housewives who 
keep returning zinc pails. because they 
** leak like sieves.” 

With the obvious intention of brighten- 
ing the subject, some of the complaints 
under the illustrations. are put. tnto 
Yiddish verse. There 1s. also. another 
littlhe Yiddish rhyme recording the com- 
plaints of children, young scouts, who 
have been promised that a scouts’ house 
will be built this year, but whose hopes 
have been disappointed This _ rhyme 
finishes on a note of resignation: “ The 
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cheerful note. The shoe co-operative 
called Neie-Leben, under the management 
of Mr. Pishchitz and Mr.. Rotblat, has, 
it Says, been recognised as among. the 
foremost and best in the region. Several 
of its workmen, namely Mr: Dulman, 
Mr. Nevzer and: Mr. Slaf, all Jews, have 
been acknowledged as the finest workers.

the good Yiddish in which it is written, 
and no less that it uses Hebrew and uses 
it in the correct spelling: Thus words

This 
is contrary to the custom of the former 
Communist Yiddish datly Emes, which: 
discarded the Hebrew. spelling for a 
Yiddish of tts own. 

Were it not for the Jewish names 
appearing in this article, and especially 
for -the title; “* The Jewish Autono- 
mous Region.’ . given it. in the 
FOLKSTIMME, the reader would, perhaps, 
hardly. gain the impression that it refers 
to:an area which, by a special edict of 
the Soviet Government in 1934.” was 
proclaimed a Jewish Autonomous Region. 
Nevertheless, the article, bearing clear 
evidence of the existence of Jewish life 
in Biro-Bidjan, ‘together .with the fact 
that the Yiddish Communist. organ in 
Poland has thought -it advisable to 
reprint the story together with the ‘illus- 
trations. 1s clearly not only welcome but 
of political.. importance. Until. 
neither the Russian nor the: Yiddish 
press. in. the satellite countries has 
mentioned Biro-Bidjan in this respect 

Since the end of the war and: Stalin’s 
ban against Yiddish and. traditional 
Judaism, there seems to have been. also 
a complete ban on «mentioning Biro- 
Bidjan as a Jewish region.

The author of this extremely inter- 
esting pamphlet is, without doubt, an 
expert who is equipped with mathe- 
matical knowledge which entitles him 
to advance his proposals for the 
calendar reforms which his booklet 
advocates. He has made a deep study 
not only of our civil calendar but also 
of the Jewish and Mohammedan 
systems. 

His attempt is a very worthy one. 
He is one of the many experts who 
seek to offer alternatives to the 
* Blank Day ~ Reform and thus main- 
tain the fixity of the Sabbath. It may 
well be that the dangers, although 
they still exist, are.not so great as 
they were a year or two ago. Yet the 
opponents of the “Blank Day 
system do well to be able to offer 
alternative methods of adjustment. 
The author advances proposals which 
would, he feels, bring about the 
desired end of a world calendar with 
every year beginning on:a Sunday and 
ending on a Saturday with, of course, 
the perpetual linking of the days of 
the week to monthly dates. | 

This booklet provides a type of 
“ ready-reckoner,” since the plans are 
in terms of 400-year cycles,. Is it too 
daring to suggest that, by the end of 


the first cycle; man will have con-' 
-quered space and time to the extent 


of devising new. units. of time-measure- 
ment? This interesting pamphlet will,

The Origins of BOZ 
by C.D. | 


Boz, of course, was the nom-de-plume 
of the great novelist, Charles Dickens. 
Skeiches by Boz were first published in 
1833, and consisted of a collection of 
newspaper articles written by Dickens in 
his carly years when he was a journalist. 
[he signature Boz, which Dickens had 
used when writing in the MornmG 
CHRONICLE, “ was the nickname of a pet 
child, a younger brother, whom he had 
dubbed Moses, in honour of the Vicar of 
Wakefield, which being pronounced 
Bozes, got shoriened into Boz.” 

Towards the end of the last century, 
however, the name BOZ began to assume 
an entirely new. significance m  Anglo- 
Jewish circles. For tn the year 1893 the 
first. consignment of Kasher Wines and 
Brandies ever to come from. the.

Discreet Help for Israel 
By a Correspondent 


One of the least publicised but 
more interesting of the developments 
at the conference of the Baghdad Pact 
Council was the offer of the Persian 
‘rime Minister, Hussein Ala, to act 
@ mediator for a settlement in the 
Arab-Israeli conflict. 


Though Moslems, the Persians, the 
majority of whom belong to the Shia 
sect, have never supported the anti- 
Israeli policies of the Arab League (most 
Arabs belong to the rival Sunni sect of 
Islam). Indeed, when the Persian Gov- 
ernment received a communication from 
the League some months ago censurin 
nu for refusing to prohibit Israeli aircraft 
from landing on Persian airfields, the 
_ Teheran authorities sent a sharp retort 
Stating that Persia did not recognise the 
League and would not tolerate inter- 
ference in her internal affairs. 

But despite her somewhat cool relation- 
ship .with the Arab countries, Persia, 
because of Arab League pressure, par- 
ticularly on the part of Iraq, which at 
one time asked her to prohibit Zionist 
activities, in 1950 withdrew her diplo- 
matic representative from Israel, though 
she has not broken off diplomatic rela- 
tions with the Jewish State. 

Trade between the two countries has 
not been affected by the withdrawal of 
‘diplomatic representation, and a clearing 
agreement, with an annual ceiling of 
$250,000, has been concluded. 


The Persians have also been most 
helpful in ensuring that Israel obtained 
adequate supplies of Persian oil. When 
the situation was particularly difficult, 
they used their influence with British oil 
companies to ensure that Israel received 
oil supplies. Between 700,000 and 
800,000 tons is imported by Israel through 
these oil companies annually, and a 
oe ee of this is Persian oil. 

re is little doubt that if they were 
not afraid of antagonising the Arab 
States, the Persians would re-establish in 
Israel their diplomatic representation, 
which formerly had its headquarters in 
Jerusalem. Friendly relations between 
Israeli and Persian diplomats exist in 
most countries. 


SYRIAN ARMS WARNING 
TO AMERICA 


WASHINGTON 

Syria has warned the United States 
that if Israel were supplied with 
American arms, Syria would require 
more weapons from abroad. 

The warning was given by the Syrian 
Ambassador, Farid Zeineddine, at a meet- 
ing with Mr. George Allen, the U.S.A. 
Assistant Secretary of State. 

The Syrian Ambassador here told 
reporters: *‘ We would buy arms wheére- 
ever we can obtain them on a purely 
commercial basis.” He also opposed 
President Eisenhower's offer of a guaran- 
tee of Israel's frontiers after. the present 
issues had been settled. He said he had 
told Mr. Allen that a pact with Israel 
would harm Arab-American relations.—

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U.S.A. POLICY MARKED BY INDECISION 


By MURRAY FRANK

Official Washington is blowing hot and cold these days over the 
Middle Eastern situation. There is.considerable confusion and a marked 


lack of direction. 


regarding the Middle East is today. 


No one seems to know what U.S.A. policy 


It wavers between the desires to 


appease the Arabs, profess friendship for Israel, avert Soviet penetration 
into the area, and to stop the present arms race which could set off the 


Middle East powder keg and cause 

“ Agonising reappraisal” of the 
situation is now a continuing process, 
but it only indicates the indecision and 
thé lack of ability to grasp the full 
meaning of recent events. President 
Eisenhower has still not fully recovered 
from his illness, the Secretary of State. 
Mr. Dulles, was away for three weeks 
at the Foreign Ministers’ meeting in 
Geneva, Congress will not reconvene 
until January, hence all policy 
decisions are either left hanging fire 
or are dealt with by lower officials. 

A. definite policy regarding the Middle 
East simply does not exist at this time. 
There are various factions in the State 
Department which advocate certain 
action, That is why there are reports 
one day that Israel will receive “ sig- 
nificamt”’ quantities of . U.S.A. arms, 
and statements the next day that only 
some arms for “ legitimate self-defence ” 
will be made available. One day: it 
appears that the U.S.A. is almost ready 
to offer security treaties to Israel and 
possibly to the Arab States, and the next 
day we learn that the United States will 
not act alone wahout Britain, France, and 
possibly the United Nations. 


Proposed Steps 


All of this merely emphasises the jack 
of a clear course of action on the part 
of the Administration. There is a long 
list of possible steps—-some suggesicd, 


‘some merely rumoured—from which the 


course may soon be determined. Among 
the more important are: = > 

(1) Shipment of arms to Israel for 
defence purposes; 

(2) The offer of security pacts to Israel 
and her Arab neighbours, but if the latter 
reject the offer -a treaty is to be con- 
cluded with Israel alone to guarantee the 
integrity of her borders; 

(3) A request to the United Nations 
Security Council to declare an embargo 
on arms shipments to the Middle East 
(which would unquestionably run into a 
Soviet veto); 

(4) A request to the Security Council 
to order a cease-fire in the event of fight- 
ing again flaring up on Israel's borders; 

(5) The creation of a sysiem of U.N. 
border patrols to guard against hostilities 


between Egypt and Istael (as proposed by 


Mr. Adlai Stevenson): 

(6) A direct appeal by President Eisen- 
hower to the Soviet leaders to avert an 
arms race and to help to maintain peace 
in the Middle East: and 

(7) A more ambitious economic pro- 
gramme to provide large-scale economic 
assistance to the Arab countries. 

The hist is by no means exhaustive. 
Other suggestions call for Israel to relin- 
quish a part of the Negev, the creation 
of an Egyptan-Jordan corridor across 
Israeli. territory, . the suspension of 
economic aid to any country in the 
Middle East which becomes an aggressor, 
etc. The mood in Washington at. the 
present time, however, appears to be in 
the direction of emergency action through 
the United Nations, But this would 
probably be a slow and painful process. 


Arms Request 
Israel has now submitted the list. of 


arms it is requesting from the United 
States to meet the “ new perils created 


_by the current influx of Soviet arms to 


Egypt.” It is believed to include requests 
for the latest jet fighters, heavy tanks, 
and anti-tank guns, anti-submarine equip- 
ment, and other weapons necessary to 
neutralise Egypt's growing military power. 

A major problem to be dealt with later 
is—how much will this cost Israel and 
how will she pay for it all? It is learned 
on good authority that if bsrael can obtain 
the necessary financial resources, there 
will be no difficulty in getting ithe required 
arms, both here and abroad. 
be remembered, however, that millions of 
dollars will be required. 

The size of the Soviet-Egyptian arms 
deal is considerably greater than at first 
reporied. While the deal itself 1s reported 
to involve a total of $80,000,000, the 
real value of the arms is much higher 
than the sale price and is estimated hére 
at nearly $200,000,000, at market value. 

Apart from the vast dimensions of the 
Soviet-Egyptian arms deal, the speed of 
the implementation of this arms -pro- 
gramme has aroused some alarm in Israeli 
diplomatic circles. was originally 
believed that it might take the Soviet 
bloc several years. to complete 
dehveries, but the speed of transfers to 
date indicates that the programme may 
be completed in a few months. Conse- 
vently, there is some apprehension here 
over this development. One leading 
Israeli spokesman has expressed the view 
if arms are delivered quickly 


It should © 


a full-scale war. 


Nasser intends to attack Israel within a 
matter of months, or perhaps a year, 

Meanwhile, Israel has not received a 
specific promise of American or Western 
support commensurate with Egypt's rate 
of arming, nor the assurance that the 
status quo along her borders will be main- 
tained. It is true that, more than ever, 
the Western Powers now realise how 
dangerous the situation is, but the steps 
they have taken to date to cope with 
this situation are quite tmadequate. 
Neither the United States nor its allies 
have yet taken measures to stabilise the 
situation, even though Mr. Dulles has 
himself stated that the Soviet sale of arms 
to Egypt is “more serious” than the 
Soviet aggression in Korea in 1950. _ 

Shortly before leaving his hospital bed 
in Denver, President Eisenhower took a 
personal hand in the situation by issuing 
a Statement in which he appealed to 
‘other nations” .for co-operation in 
maintaining peace in the Middle East. 
This was believed to be aimed directly 
ai the Soviet Union, although that country 
was not mentioned in the statement. The 
President ‘also reiterated: that the United 
States stood behind the Tripartite Declara- 
tion of 1950, but he stressed two impor- 
tant points: 

(1) “ While we continue to be willing 
to consider requests for arms. needed for 
legitimate self-defence, we do not intend 
to .contribute to an arms. competition.” 


This is equivalent to saying: “ We will 


give Israel arms if she can prove it is 
for legitimate self-defence, but not if she 
wams such weapons for an arms race 
with Egypt.” 

(2) “ Given-a solution of other related 
problems, I would recommend that the 
U.S.A. join in formal treaty engagements 
to. prevent or thwart any effort by either 
to alter by force the boundaries between 
Israel and its Arab neighbours.” This 
point was stressed by Mr. Dulles in. his 
address of August 26, Its emphasis now 
shows that the United States is still not 
desirous. of entering into a security pact 
until ‘“‘other related problems” are 
solved, ie., the Arab refugee  prob- 
lem and establishment of. per- 
manent boundaries. 


Soviet Penetration 


Thus, while the U.S.A. has a. clearer, 


though more alarming, picture of the 
Situation and understands the long-range 
implications of Soviet penetration into 
the Middle East, it prefers to sit back 
calmly in a “ watt-and-see*’’ attitude. It 
is hoping that through some = miracle 
Egypt. will yet “see the hght” and 


‘perhaps sull be weaned away from Soviet 


influence. 

It is clear that Soviet intrusion into the 
Middle. East overshadows all policy plan- 
ning in. Washington today. Little or 
nothing has been done, nor do American 
policy-makers seem to have made up their 
minds what to do. Current thinking here 
veers only im the direction of blocking 
Soviet manauvres—which is a negative 
approach at best. Official Washington 
has not yet developed a positive course 
of action in the present crisis, hence the 
wavering and confusion.

NEW CODE OF SYNAGOGUE PRACTICE 
American Conservatives’ Scheme

New 
The Conservative synagogue body 


in the U.S.A., the United Synagogue 


of America, has, for the first time since 
it was established 42 years ago, 
adopted a Code of Synagogue Prac- 
tice to govern the moral and ritual 
activities of the 585 Conservative con- 
gregations in the United States and 
Canada. 

The code, which has been referred to 
to the movement's Executive Council for 
final drafting, was adopted in principle 
at the biennial convention of the United 
Synagogue, held at Monticello, New 
York State, last week. 

A section of the code on “ standards 
for religious observances " on congrega- 
tional promises includes the following 
provisions: no instrumental music shall 


‘be performed on the Sabbath for social 
entertainment ; all receptions, luncheons, 


dinners, or other functions held on the 
Sabbath must express the sanctity of the 
day; deliveries of food or other articles 
are. prohibited on the Sabbath: food 
served at any time must contain kosher 
ingredients in accordance with dictary 
laws. 

Under the code, rabbinical supervision 
will be extended in some instances to 
events outside a synagogue, such as wed- 
dings in halls or hotels, or funerals. . The 
convention expressed the view that in 
some instances these events, when held 
outside synagogues, are not conducted 
with appropriate dignity. 


In the section of the code on 
“ Standards for Moral Dignity” the 
United Synagogue will prohibit games of 
chance run by member congregations for 
fund-raising purposes. This section was 
carned@ against the opposition of a num- 
ber of congregations, particularly smaller 
ones, which felt that such activities as 

bingo were important in helping to 
finance new synagogue projects. 

The section of the code dealing with 
games of chance states: “At any func- 
tion under the auspices of a congregation 
or of any of its affiliates, no congrega- 
tion or affiliate shall permit any means 
to be used for the raising of funds which 
Shall not be in accordance with the dig- 
nity of a religious body or shall violate 
the laws of the community. Among 
fund-raising devices not to be used by a 
congregation or any of its affiliates are 
any games of chance, roulette wheels, or 
card-playing which is not entirely of a 
social nature.” 

The convention was told ‘that the 
Jewish Theological Seminary, which 


‘trains Conservative rabbis, intends to add 


a requirement to its curriculum obliging 
all candidates for rabbinic degrees to 
spend a year of study in Israel. This will 


make the Seminary the first institute of, 


Jewish jearning to require study in the 
Holy Land before ordination. 

The United Synagogue unanimously 
adopted a resolution calling on all indi- 
viduals who are members of affiliated 
synagogues, or who otherwise identify 
themselves with Conservative Jewry to 


impose the voluntary “tax upon them- 


selves for the maintenance of students 
and faculty at the new institute. in 
Jerusalem. 


SOVIET BOOKS BY JEWISH 
‘AUTHORS

She found many such friends. — Israel, 
however, was not among them. In this 
matter Isracl preferred to identify herself 
with her. arch-enemies—Egypt, Persia, 
Iraq, Lebanon, Saudi Arabia, Syria, and 
Yemen. 

** She preferred to associate herself with 


a country. which furnishes arms. with 


which her life is being threatened— 
Czechoslovakia. She stood together with 
Russia and its satellites which stand 
behind Czechoslovakia.” 

In conclusion, the paper asked South 
African Jews to use ther “ unquestion- 
in Israel. to present the 
case of South Africa and to recruit sup- 
port there for the Union as they did for 
israel in South Africa.

ACHIEVEMENTS 


Contribution to Country’s 
Development

LEOPOLDVILL& 

Although Jewish settlement in the 
Belgian Congo is only of 45. years’ 
standing, the community has made, and 
continues to make, an important con- 
tribution to the country’s economic 
and cultural development. 

The original Jewish settlers emigrated 
from the Mediterranean island of Rhodes 
in 1910. A pioneer was M. Maurice 
Athadeff, of Leopoldville, the capital, who 


is one of the community's present-day 
leaders. 

The pioneers established themselves 
mainly in Elisabethville, in the province of 
Katanga, to whose commercial advance- 
ment they contributed much. They also 


assisted in the development of the province 


as industrialists, agriculturists, and stock- 
breeders, performing a similar function in 
the province of Kasai. 

Since the beginning of the last war, 
Congo Jewry has played an increasingly 
intensive rdle in the exploitation of the 
They have 
established oil-refining plants and soap 
factories, and are prominently associated 
with the chemical and confectionery 
industries, The development of the coffee 
and cotton plantations of the hinterland 
has been largely on their initiative. 

The majority of the tiny Jewish com- 
munity, numbering only 1,400 in all, live 
in Elisabethville, where a synagogue and 
communal centre have been established. 

It seems unlikely that Congo Jews will 
seek their fortune in other countries. They 
regard the territory as their home and 
wish to continue to contribute to its 
prosperity. At the same time, it is hoped 
that in view of the tempting possibilities 


the country offers in the fields of commerce | 


and industry, especially to young settlers, : 


more Jews will join their coreligionists in 
strengthening the community there.

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TURKEY’S VIEW OF BAGHDAD TREATY 
Not Directed Against Israel 


By a Diplomatic Correspondent 


Preliminary reports from Baghdad 
suggest that the first meeting of the 
member countries discussed Israel at 
least aS much as joint defence 
against the Soviet Union, which js 
suggested to be the first objective of 
the new organisation, 


After the visits paid by the Turkish 
President Bayar to Jordan and by. the 
Iurkish Foreign Under-Secretary Zoilu 
to Lebanon, the Baghdad Powers, 
especially Iraq and Britain, had hoped 
that they could announce at the meeting 
that Jordan, Lebanon, and Syria would 
join the Pact at an early date. They 
needed the. accession of these Arab 
countries in order to be able to say. that 
the Baghdad Pact represented Arab 
opinion. That hope has been dashed, 
and the reason for the failure is the basic 
intransigence of these countries regarding 
Israel. 

After this failure the British Foreign 
Secretary, Mr. Macmillan, went to Beirut 
to. make a special personal appeal to 
the President, Camille Shamoun, of the 
Lebanon, to get that country at least to 
join the Pact. At the time of writing 
Mr. Macmillan has just returned from 
Beirut. If he has failed to persuade 
the President, and this is not 
unlikely, Britain and the United States, 
as well.as Turkey and Iraq, will have 
suffered a loss of face in the Middle East. 


Syrian-Lebanese Alliance 


The Lebanese Government is now 
about to conclude a military alliance 
against Israel with Syria. The latter 
country is Egypt’s principal ally and 
fanatically hostile to Israc!. The alliance 
is also aimed against Turkey, because of 
the .cession of the territory of Alexan- 
dretta to Turkey by the French in 1938. 

It appears now that the Baghdad 
-Powers have given up hope of persuading 
any Arab country, except the Lebanon, 
to join the Pact, It is for this reason 
that their communiqué announced that 
Arab countries. need only join the 
economic organisation set up at this 
week’s meeting without having to join 


-the Defence Pact itself. 


This means, simply, that. the Arab 
countnes can get economic aid, indirectly 
from the United States, of course, with- 
out having to do anything in return—if 
only they enable the promoters of. the 
Pact to say that other Arab countries 
except Iraq are at least members of part 
of the organisation. | 

The Turkish attitude at the conference, 
and. this is important, appears to have 
been determined by the rebuff Turkey has 
suffered in the course of the diplomatic 


manceuvres to get new members for the 
Pact. When Mr. Bayar visited Amman 
the population insulted personally 
by keeping the shops closed and 
the streets empty of the usual welcoming 
crowds. The Arab Legion had to set up 
automatic weapons on the rools of houses 
to ensure the protection of the Turkish 
guest. All this because Turkey has diplo- 
matic and trade relations with Israel. 
According to reports from Baghdad, the 
Turks appear to have spoken with some 
candour about the necessity for Iraq and 
other Arab countries to recognise the 
existence of Israel. The Turkish Premier's 


MEN OF PEACE! 


Despite the insistence of Arab 
rulers, at least in conversations w,th 
Western diplomats, that they require 
arms only for self-defence, Arab 
propagandists are continuing to utter 
threats of a “ second round” against 
Israel. Below is a typical statement 
made on October 25 by the editor 
of “ Al Tahrir,” the official organ of 
the Egyptian military junta: | 

“I continue to guarantee that the 
day will come when we will take 
revenge for the blood of our brothers 
who fell on the sand of Palestine—aanid 
I will be at the head of the avengers. 
On that same day, when that sacred 
war breaks out, we are also 
prepared to sacrifice ourselves for the 
Motherland and her victories, and for 
the destruction of her enemies, Only 
then’ will our tears be dried, and a 
smile be on our faces.

Then can we tell our sons the 
legends of heroism carried out by our 
martyrs.”

According to Turkish sources here there 
has been no change in the basic Turkish 
attitude adopted when the alliance with 
was. originally concluded, namely 
that neither the alhance nor subsequent 
Baghdad Pact should in any = circum- 
stances be directed against Israel. These 
sources hold that the Turkish Premier's 
hroadcast on the eve of the Baghdad meet- 
ing. in which he said that the only way to 
gain peace was “ to iron out’ Arab-Israeli 
differences, Was meant to restate that 
attitude. Mr.. Bayar’s phrase used in 
Amman that the Turks might fight on the 
side of the Jordanians is explained as 
referring only to a case of outright attack. 
One can conclude from all this that owing 
to the rebuffs mentioned above Turkish 
policy is back on its original line of 
friendly neutrality regarding Isracl.

PARIS 

Sir Anthony Eden’s proposals for an 
Israel-Arab “ compromise,’ based on 
Israeli territorial concessions have 
elicited the comment in. French 
authoritative quarters that while any 
initiative towards a peaceful settle- 
ment is to be welcomed, the Western 
Powers are in no position to compel 
Israel to modify its frontiers so as to 
please the Arabs. 

The three Western Powers, it 1s learned 
here, at the specific suggestion of Mr. 
Dulles and acting within the framework 
of the Tripartite Declaration, are engaged 
im drawing up a sort of * balance-sheet ” 
of arms deliveries to Israel and to the 
Arab States. The official French view is 
that whereas the West must not compete 
with Russia in the promotion of a 
Middie East arms race, something must 
be done to remove the fears of Israel 
that her existence is endangered, for it is 
recognised here that such fears may well 
provoke dangerous reactions. 

France accordingly advocates a 
‘reasonable middie course,” which may 
be taken to mean the provision of arms 
for Israel for legitimate defence purposes 


only. 

The Baghdad Pact, according to the 
French Government, is to be blamed for 
the present critical situation in the Middle. 
East, It enabled Russia to penetrate into 
the area by supporting the Arab 
neutralist “ southern tier” under Egyp- 
tian leadership against the pro-Western 
“northern tier” spearheaded by Turkéy 
and Iraq.

Invitation to Complainant 


To the Editor of THE JewisH CHRONICLE 


Six,—Pressure of work has pre- 
vented me from replying personally 
to the letter from Dr. Zeitlin in your 
issue of October 28. I completely 
associate myself with the reply of Dr. 
I]. S. Fox, published in your columns 
on November 4, who made it quite 
clear that the purpose of the Zionist 
Synagogue Conference was not fund- 
raising or the discussion of fund-rais- 
ing matters, but to consider ways and 
means of strengthening the Zionist 
Movement within the synagogue and 
also how to bring synagogue life and 
synagogue problems within the orbit 
of Zionism.

Litvin’s reply, I, as the Chairman of the 
conference, was perfectly willing to con- 
tinue wih the discussion and to give an 
opportunity to other delegates to express 
their views. The conference, however, 
felt that they had had a sufficient dis- 
cussion and I naturally accepted the views 
of the conference. 


I now find that, in his letter of Novem- . 


ber 11, Dr. Zeitlin is still not satisfied. 
I can only say that the vote of thanks 
which was proposed by Mr. Lederman, 
the President of the Federation of Syna- 
gogues, was received by the conference 
with acclamation and this would appear 
to show that Dr. Zeitlin’s views were not 
shared by his fcllow-delegates. 

In his letter of. November 11, Dr. 
Zeitlin increases the scope of his com- 
plaints and raises a number of matters 
which, I regret to say, indicates that he is 
not fully acquainted either with the his- 
tory of the Ziomst Movement or the 
activities of our Federation. The annual 
reports of the Zionist Federation contain 
very full informatiog&.as to. our work, 
including the work of-~the Synagogue 
Council, and Dr. Zeitlin could, therefore,

Scales for Non-Constituent |

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GRANTS TO ZIONIST YOUTH 


Inquiry Suggested 
To the Editor of THe Jewts Crronicie 


Sin.—Further to the recent corre- 
spondence in your columns on the 
subiect Of allocat-ons to the Zionist 
youth movements in this country, | 
should like to place some additional 
facts before the notice of your readers 

At the recent J.N.F. annual conference, 
the Chairman of the Youth and Education 
Sub-Committee gave a brief description 
of the work of the Allocations Committee, 
and explained that grants are distributed 
to youth movements according to their 
comparative strength and the scope of 
their activities. It ts rather a pity that no 
discussion was allowed on this subject, 
particularly in view of the widespread 
feeling of dissatisfaction at the way in 
which these grants have been allocated. . 

However, without wishing to cast any 


reflection on the good work which the 


various Zionist youth groups are doing 


in this country, I think it must be obvious: 


that there is a considerable discrepancy 
in the amounts which have been distn- 
buted in recent years. As a mere example, 
one movement which claims 1,400 mem- 
hers has received a grant which is approxi- 
mately 40 per cent of that of another 
movement which claims 1,700 members. 

Some remarks must also be made on 
the composition of the Joint Committee 
for Youth Affairs, which is responsible 
for the allocation of these grants. There 


are ceriain members of this committee 
who have no knowledge of and no con- 
tact. with any form of youth work which 
takes place in the communtiy. No mem- 
ber of the committee has any direct con- 
tact with movements like Torah Va’ 
Avodah and Bnei Akivah-Bachad. These 
movenents have therciore no representa- 
tion on the committee, as no member is 


particularly interested in their work. A 


case therciore exisis for an entirely new 
form of Allocations Committee to be set 
up, which will be well versed in the 
activities of all Zionist youth movements 
for which it is financially responsible. 

lt is greatly to be regretted that the 
religious youth movements find themselves 
in a constant state of financial embarrass- 
ment, and have on more than one occa- 
sion found it necessary to curtail major 
activities owmg to lack of funds. or 
example, B’nei Akiva urgently needs funds 
with which to publish a handbook of edu- 
cational material for its youth. leaders. 
This work has now been delayed for over 
a year, during which time it has been 
ready for publication in all respects 
except the financial one. 
_ In conclusion, may I suggest that an 
impartial committee of inquiry be set up 
under the chairmanship of one of the 
leaders of the community who takes a 
daily interest in the work of the Zionist 
bey groups. It is to be hoped that the 
ad feeling which has existed in the past 
will be cleared up without any further 
delay, to the satisfaction of all concerned.

ties had had no notice. The President, 
who was in the chair, said that he 
regarded it as a solemn obligation 
upon the Board to pass it unanimously, 
but he allowed no discussion upon it, 
which was unfortunate for those Depu- 
ties, such as myself, who warmly 
approved the purposes of the resolu- 
tion, but thought that part of it was 
more likely to frustrate than to achieve 
them. As I was not allowed to speak 
at the meeting, it is perhaps in order 
for me to state in. your paper the 
reasons why I voted against the 
resolution. | 

By its clause (c) the resolution urged 
the Government to make a bilateral pact 
with fsrael akin to those made with other 
Siaies in the Middle East. 1 consider 
this clause useless and mischievous, 
_ It ts useless because the Government 
in making a treaty with a foreign State 
will very properly have regard solely to 
what is politically and strategically in 
the national interest, and will take into 
account its relations with alt States liable 
to be affected by such a treaty. It will not 


look to the Board for advice as to what. 


is in the national interest. 

It is mischievous. because, if the 
Government were inclined to make such 
a pact (which | hope may be so), one of its 
chief difficulties would be to persuade 
the public that it had not yielded to the 
clamour, and perhaps the pressure, of 
sectional interests. ‘In this respect it 
would be embarrassed and ‘hampered by 
clause (c), which raises the difficulty in 
an acute form and presents everyone who 
is pro-Arab or anti-Israel with a docu- 
mented fact upon which he can found a 
case. If the country. is in favour of such 
a pact. it is an obvious occasion for the 
Board to be reticent: if 4 is not. nothing: 
could be more out Of place and injudi- 
cious than that the pact should be pub- 
licly advocated by a body which officially 
the imterests of a_ biased 
minority. 

lt is, of course; open-to any Jew who 
believes such a pact to be in the national 
interest to advocate M in any forum out- 
side’ the Board; and nobody is in a 
better position to do so than the President.

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ALLOCATIONS ? 

THE time taken up and the atmosphere 
generated by the argument over procedure 
last week, when the Board of Deputies was 
called upon to pass its latest resolution on 

- Israel, prevented any substantial discussion 
of what was perhaps the most important 
subject on the Board’s agenda—namely, that 
part of the Foreign Affairs Committee 
Report which dealt with the Conference on 
Jewish Material Claims Against Germany. 
There was circulated to the Board a docu- 
ment setting out in full the “ Principles 
Governing Allocations of Conference 


Funds” and the “Procedures for Dealing 


with Requests for Conférence Funds,” these 
documents having been adopted at the 
meeting of the Executive of the Claims Con- 
ference held in New York at the end of Sep- 
tember. Yet on digesting these documents one 
is struck by the paucity of the information 
which the Board has been allowed to receive. 

The Report of the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee states that a draft of the “ Principles ” 
and “ Procedures’ had. been considered at 
informal meetings of the Directors living in 
London and that most of the amendments 
Suggested by the London Directors had 
been adopted in New York. No indication 
has been given, however, of what amend- 
ments were adopted and what were rejected, 
whether there are any vital points which in 
the opinion of the Board’s representative 
need further consideration, and if so what 
steps are being taken, in concert if necessary 
with the other British Directors, to secure 
their reconsideration. Addressing the Octo- 
ber meeting of the Board of Deputies, Mr. 
JANNER, who acts as its representative at the 
Claims Conference, indicated that the 
desirability of having claims examined by a 
local body had still to be considered ; but 
the appetite for fuller information which he 
then whetted still remains unsatisfied. It-is 
known, for example, that two highly respon- 
sible French Jewish organisations complained 
that the present system of distribution has 
a strong element of chance “ reminiscent of 


a lottery,” and the apparent preference 


shown for the claims of peripheral and 
separatist groups in this country engendered 
similar feelings on this side of the Channel. 

The “Principles” and “ Procedures” which 


have been circulated do not in themselves | 


indicate any very great progress. In dealing 
with the * Eligibility of Applicants for Con- 


ference Allocations” under the agreement. 


with Germany, the “ Principles” lay down 
first that.“ established organisations apply- 
ing on behalf of Jewish victims of. Nazi 
persecution residing outside of Israel at the 
time the Agreement was signed and having 
a budgetary record of substantial character 
covering income and expenditure over a 
period of years are eligible to receive Con- 
ference funds.” From that statement it might 
appear that the only organisations in this 
country eligible to receive grants are bodies 
such as the Central British Fund and the 
Federation of Jewish Relief Organisations. 
What in fact this paragraph means is far 
from certain to anyone. The “Principles” 
next lay down that “Individual applicants 
are ineligible to receive direct Conference 
allocations unless they belong to certain 
specified categories approved in advance by 
the Conference Board of Directors. . . .” 
But no indication at all has been given of 
the intention behind the making of such an 
exception or of the categories of individuals 
who are likely to come within its ambit. 
However admirable “ Principles” may be, 
their purposes can be frustrated by the type 
of administration adopted. The paucity of 
the information given to the Board makes it 
difficult to comment with any certainty about 
the facts, but the documents circulated make 
it appear that the difficulties of a highly 
centralised administration have not been 
obviated. As has been indicated before, the 
view has been expressed jn this country that 


in each community a responsible group 


should be designated to sift applications 


from that community—an obvious safeguard - 


i against the absence in any single office of 


vehicles, 
- transfusion facilities, volunteers were never- 


complete - knowledge -of local conditions 
elsewhere. Reference is made to the designa- 


_tion by the Conference of “ rapporteurs and 


committees of experts to engage in a detailed 
fact-finding examination of every project 
submitted,” but there is no way of knowing 
whether this means anything more than 
routine office examination. Fuller informa- 
tion may show some at least of the mis- 
givings we have expressed to be unfounded. 
If that is so, there is all the more reason 
to regret the rather vague manner in which 
this matter has been reported to the Board. 


MAGEN DAVID ADOM 


WITH this issue we publish a special sup- 


_ plement to mark, the 25th anniversary of the 


foundation of Magen David Adom, Israel's 
“Red Cross.” In the early days, during 
Arab attacks upon the settlements, its first- 
aid training and ambulances rescued the 
settlers from the worst effects of their 
injuries. Later it was closely bound up with 
Hagana, whose medical arm it became. Its 
medical and nursing teams also went to the 


camps in Europe and other emigration 


centres soon after 1945, and there prepared 
the survivors of Hitler’s holocaust for the 
journey to the land of their fathers. 

In 1948, after the departure of the British 
Red Cross, Magen David Adom played a 
vital part in the struggle for the establish- 
ment and survival of the State of Israel. 
With scanty resources, few ambulance 
and only primitive blood- 


theless found to man Hagana’s Medical 


Corps. CHatm WEIZMANN truly .said that 


“if Hagana was the surgeon at Israel’s 
birth, then Magen David Adom was midwife 


-and nurse.” 


The articles in the supplement tell a vivid 
story. 
ambulance fleet is of British manufacture 
and a gift from Anglo-Jewry. As _ these 


vehicles travel throughout Israel, they quite 


clearly indicate the humanitarian assistance 
given by British Jewry. The total amount 
sent since 1948 is valued at £150,000. In 
medical terms this figure can be translated 
into the network of first-aid stations, linked 
together by the ambulance service and 
backed by the thousands of volunteer first- 
aid workers. The blood banks and the 
blood fractionation plant are also beginning 
to provide Israel with “national blood 
insurance.” But all this needs rapid expan- 
sion to cope with the influx of immigrants 
from North Africa and to prepare to face 
the dangers which have become so evident 
in recent weeks. Most serious of all is the 
shortage of hospital beds and medical 
supplies for any. emergency. , 
Today hostile forces threaten on_ the 
borders, immigrants need help in coming 
into the country. medical services must be 
brought. to new settlements, to the Negev, 
the Huleh, and the Galil. More supplies of 
all kinds are needed. A recent requirement 


was for 150 great gross of safety pins; 


another for ten miles of lattice wire for splints ; 
and again, for 20. new-type ambulances 
and the equipment for 1,000 beds. There 


is a demand for tents, groundsheets, stoves, | 


sterilisers, blankets, surgical instruments, 
drugs, bandages, and a hundred and one 
other supplies normally found in_ the 
hospitals of this country. Many. of these 
articles could be made in Israel, if. the 
money were there to open factories and 
stimulate production. These supplies are 
required to give Israel some of the medical 
facilities so readily available 
Britain. The humanitarian aspect of this 
work must make an irresistible appeal to 
the hearts of all who realise that these 
medical facilities can be provided for our 
brethren in Israel through the generous 
assistance of British Jewry. 


BAGHDAD PACT 

MEETING in Baghdad this week, senior 
representatives of the Governments of Great 
Britain, Iraq, Persia, Turkey, and Pakistan 
have succeeded in laying the foundations for 
the Baghdad Pact. The intention of the 
nations of this new alliance, which has been

The reaction by the 
Soviet Union, therefore, is bound to be a 
yet stronger determination to undermine the 
whole concept of the Northern Tier. The cold 
war has been brought right-into the heart of 
the Middle East. Excluded from the circle 
of what Sir ANTHONY EDEN calls “our 
friends” and on terms perforce of hostility 
with Egypt and the other Arab States, 


Israel is in serious danger of being crushed 


between the upper and nether millstones in 
the arms race. Left with very little room 
for manceuvre, the alternatives before . her 
must of necessity be disagreeable, and she 
must choose her course of action with the 
She may be certain, however, 


only serve to deepen the sympathy felt for 
her by those in the free countries who 
regard Western policy, from both the British 
and the Israeli points of view,as utterly wrong.

Possibly it is this fear which has prompted 
the rumours that “ secret diplomacy ” is now 
being employed to persuade the more reason- 
able Arab Governments to achieve a settle- 
ment with Israel. 


SOVIET MOVES 


SOVIET policy towards the Jewish people 
continues to be as enigmatic under Marshal 


' BULGANIN as it was under his predecessor. At 


the very moment when Russia is sending arms 
to the Arab States, with the consequent 
danger to Israel's security and her very exist- 
ence, the Communist press suddenly revives 
again the almost forgotten subject of Biro- 
Bidjan, a “ Jewish autonomous region.” As 
so frequently happens with Soviet propa- 
ganda, this fresh and significant report about 
Biro-Bidjan has been given out-to the world, 
as we report on page 9, in an indirect way. 
It was done through the Yiddish paper in 
Warsaw, a bi-weekly edited and managed by 
the Jewish section of the Polish Communist 
Party. Nothing in Russia is done without a 
political motive. This sudden emergence of 
Biro-Bidjan undoubtedly intended to 
remind Jewry abroad, so apprehensive about 
Moscow's pro-Arab policy, that there still 
exists today a “ Jewish autonomous region,” 
complete with a Yiddish newspaper and 
where Jews, to judge by the names quoted in 
the report, continue to play a prominent rdle. 
It is not without importance that, in reprint- 
ing this article from the  Biro-Bidjaner 
SHTERN, the Warsaw Yiddish press entitled it 
“The Jewish Autonomous Region under 


_ Construction,” which is obviously designed 


to draw to the attention of readers at home 
no less than of those who follow Jewish events 
abroad that Israel is not the only Jewish area 
“under construction.” Almost simultaneously 
with this sudden report, the Soviet press pub- 
lished the news of the Supreme Soviet's award 
to a Jewish General of one of the highest 
distinctions in the land—the Warsaw Yiddish 
press displayed the item specially on the front 
page. This is obviously an endeavour to 
counteract the effects of news about dis- 
crimination against Jews in other fields. These 
moves on the part of Moscow are no 
doubt also intended to offset the bad impres- 
sion caused abroad, among Jews in particular, 
by the Soviet’s manceuvring for power in the 


_ Middle East, and no less by the recent reports 


of the arrests of Jews in the U.S.S.R. Like 
STALIN, Marshal BULGANIN is clearly anxious 
not to appear antisemitic; hence a few 
gestures in the attempt to dispel charges of 
racialism. But it is all unconvincing in face 
of the continuing ban on Jewish culture and 
traditional Judaism.

In spit 
of this, the rabid antisemites continually raye 
about Jewish influence in the Press jn thi 
country where it, in fact, is conspicuous by its 
absence. 


Centenary Commemoration 


It is therefore all the. more interesting when 
we recall that the DAILY TELEGRAPH. one of the. 
greatest of English newspapers today and which 
recently celebrated its centenary. was founded 
by a Jew. By an irony. of fate, 82 Vears later 
in 1937, its proprietor, the late Lord Camiog. 


was awarded £20,000 damages for being des- 


cribed as an “international Jewish financier.” 
Lord Burnham, a great-grandson of its founder, 
has celebrated the 100 years by the writing of not 
so much a history as a survey, from the days 
when Joseph Moses Levy took the paper in part 
settlement of a bad debt until today when it has 
become so ,eStablished a figure among British 
newspapers. 

J. M. Levy was a printer to whom the founder 
of the newspaper in 1855, Col. A.B. Sleigh, 
owed for the plant to produce the newspaper. 
as well as for a loan advanced to him. When 
Levy took it over he did not, as has happened 
‘too often in recent times,. kill the paper, bul 
decided to make a “go of it — what he lacked 
was capital, and capital he thought of in quite 
moderate terms, namely £4,000. | The greater 
part Was raised by members of Levys om 
family, and the partnership arrangements were ° 
eventually tied up in trust, which Lord Burnham 
tells us persisted even after change of pro 
prietorships and which 1s still a cause al 
embarrassment to the Lawson family today. 

Lord Burnham writes interestingly of the 
development of the paper, of its early difficu: 
ties. and of the personal characteristics. whic 
marked the original proprietor. His so 
Edward Levy, who subsequently added the name 
of Lawson, was not only ~its main inspiration 
but, as Lord Camrose said. the real originac! 
of English journalism as we know it today. He 
had much to contend with, not only the dif 
culties of raising money, but also person 
vendettas. His chief enemy was 
Labouchere. founder and editor of TR" 
Labouchere’s enmity seemed to have been ve) 
largely based on personal motives and on ant & 
semitism.

My Iwenty-five Years 


By Mrs. VERA WEIZMANN 


HE year was 1929. Palestine 
was bathed in blood as Arab 
clashed with Jew in a 
struggle that was to become 
progressively more violent as year 
followed year. From this struggle 
was to emerge a real Jewish State, 
but the way was to be long and 
hard. 
By 1930 it had become obvious to 
many that the problem was not merely 
one of defence and attack. It was not 


only a problem of debate and diplo- 
matic contact. It was not merely a 


question of building an army. As_ 


trouble piled on 
trouble those of us 
who sadly watched 
the fighting and the 
killing realised that 
another type of 
defence was neces- 
sary. Prom this 
realisation grew the 
Magen David 
Adom—an_ orga- 
nisation devoted to 
medical assistance 
that. was to. spread 
throughout the 
Yishuv. and which 
was to become a 
vital part of the ulti- 
mate struggle tor 
independence. it 
was also to become 
an integral part of 
the present State. 
For twenty-five 
vears I have 
this 
humanitarian orga- | 
nisation grow. I have seen its develop- 
ment from tiny little ffirst aid 
groups. set up by willing and over- 
worked volunteers. 
it take its part in. the defence forces of 
Israel—long before there was an Israel. 
lt was in 1930 that the first Magen 
David Adom station was established. 
The place was Tel Aviv: Unfortunately 
it did not measure up to plan, for it 
Started without ambulances. It took 
us two Vears, when the Jerusalem and 
Haifa branches had been established, 
for Magen David Adom really to start 
Operation. It was then that we decided 
to create a really national organisation, 
and early in 1936 the first Magen 
David Adom National Conference was 
held. This, like so many similar 
conferences held in Palestine during 
this period, was historic, Delegates 
from the settlements 
Magen David Adom was established 
as an Organisation of the entire Yishuv. 
lt was done only just in time. A 
few months later the riots broke out 
and Jewish blood was spilled in every 
corner of the country. Every branch 
of M.D.A. went into action, and the 
success of these hard-worked volun- 
teers provided a stimulus to others to 
create the organisation we have today. 


By 1937 there were 20 M.D.A. stations, 
supplemented by hundreds of first aid — 


Stations in operation. 

Throughout the whole stormy his- 
tory of the Yishuv——and of Israel her- 
has played a vital réle. 
lis part in the creation of the essential 
frontier settlentents, which were to be 
a bastion of defence in the final 
Struggle for existence, is worthy of 
reference. During this time—known 
as the “Wall and Tower Period "— 
the new settlers were accompanied by 
M.D.A. volunteers who remained with 
them until the first defenees were built. 
then moving on to new but similar 
tasks elsewhere. 

his process continued until the out- 
break of the Second World War. Then 
we Saw that M.D.A. had new. if not 
greater, tasks to fulfil. M.D-A. became 
the backbone of Civil Defence and 
A.R.P. Hundreds relied on M.D.A. 
for treatment during air raids, while

attended—and 


at the same time many M.D.A. volun- 
teers joined the Allied Armies and 
served in the field. 

Yet another function of M.D.A. was 
that of supporting the growing under- 
ground forces of the Yishuv. As 
resistance to the Mandate grew, so 
did M.D.A.’s responsibilities. It 
expanded its services and became the 
Medical Corps of Hagana. This was 
a period of extreme difficulty. The 


authorities frowned on its activities 


and restricted the movement of. its 
vehicles, but no amount of supervision 
deterred us from carrying out our 
duties. 

But it was only when the Arab- 
Israeli War started 
that the full value 
of our organisation 
Was appreciated. 
Hagana became the 
army of Israel and 
Magen David

MRS. VERA WEIZMANN

The fact that Mrs. Vera Weizmann 
has been associated with Magen David 
Adom for a very long time is not sur- 
prising. Mrs. Weizmann’s interests have 
been wide, varied, and not unrelated 
to Magen David Adom—for she has 
deep and personal interests in the 
subject of medicine. 


Her career has been of interest. A 


communal leader, born in Rostov in 
1885, she took medical degrees at 
Geneva University. Later she gradu- 
ated as an M.B., Ch.B., at the Univer- 
sity of Manchester. She marr.ed Dr. 
Chaim Weizmann in 1906 and settled 
in Palestine in 1934. 

Mrs. Weizmann has been Medical 
Officer of Health for the Manchester 
Schools, for Mothers’ and Children’s 
Clinics; was a member of the tribunals 
for German refugees, was 4a 
co-founder of Wizo, has been Chair- 
man of the Youth Aliyah organisa- 
tion, and an active member of Magen 
David Adom. 

But perhaps her proudest associa- 
tion with this organisation is connected 
with the fact and the day when an 
ambulance was presented to Magen 
David Adom and dedicated in the 
name of her husband—Dr. Chaim 
Weizmann, the first President of 
Israel.

F about one hundred ambu- 

lances service with 
| Magen David Adom in 
Israel over half have come here as 
donations from British Jewry. As 
they travel throughout the length 
and breadth of the country on their 
errand of mercy, they are easily 
discernible, not so much because 


they are inscribed with the name 


of their donors as because of the 
magic formula printed on the back 
of each: “ May all who enter here 
be vouchsafed a refua shelema 
(complete recovery).” 

The first British ambulances came 
here’ in 1948 to fill. a desperate need. 
The Arab-Israeli war was in full 
swing: the number of wounded, dead, 
and dying was mounting daily ; and 
there were neither ambulances, 
medicaments, nor drugs in sufficient 
quantity. The first 17 ambulances 
which came in 1948 and 1949 were 
for the most part second-hand ones, 
obtained in Britain with great diffi- 
culty, after they had been utilised 
during air raids. They have now all 
“retired,” and. only. their memory 
remains, recorded in the. Board of 
Honour at the Magen David Adom 
centre in Tel Aviv. 

Only One Left 


All have gone except, one: a dark 
green vehicle which was presented by 
the Federation of Women Zionists ‘in 
Great Britain, and which is. still 


attached to the Jerusalem station of 


Magen David Adom., . It arrived 
in 1948 packed. with two tons of 
equipment, and it came to Jerusalem 
along the famous “Burma Road” 
(also called the .Road of Courage) 
to serve a sorely tried population 
which, during the siege and for long 
afterwards, was constantly subjected 
to sniping, when immediate first aid 
and the. arrival of an ambulance in 
time often meant the difference 
between life and death. Dutiring 1951, 
1952, 1953, 1954, and 1955, another 
55 ambulances came from Britain. 
As the State began to assume 
normal shape. the Knesset passed a 
law on the status of Magen David 
Adom, which imposed on it new 
tasks. The ‘work was reorganised 
into separate divisions: first-aid ser- 
vices, ambulances, blood donations, 
and training. In addition, as a pre- 
paration for emergencies, Magen 
David Adom was called upon to pro- 
vide auxiliary services for the Army,

The Ambulance Man

NE evening in 1951 a small 

meeting had gathered to 

hear the impressions of a 
doctor who had just returned from 
a visit to Israel’s “Red Cross.” 
They heard that in all Israel there 
were barely fifty roadworthy 
ambulances; ‘that thirty first-aid 
Stations, loosely scattered all over 
the country, provided the only 
casualty treatment centres; that 
there was very little stored medical 
supplies or equipment; that the 
blood transfusion service was using 
ketchup bottles 


enough to say that one has done one’s 
best for Israe! ; one should also ensure 
that one’s best is good.” 

In tms spirit the campaign was 
carried on, bringing with it spontane- 
ous gifts of ambulances; some to 
mark joyous occasions, some to mark 


_the passing of a Joved one in the 


family or community, One to mark 
the Coronation of Queen Elizabeth 
Il; another to mark Sir Winston 
Churchill's 80th birthday. In 1953 a 
visit to Israel brought a new drive to 
the campaign and the urgency to pro- 
vide the numbers to bring Israel's 
ambulance fleet to. the minimum of 
100 operational vehicles and thus to 


and beer bottles 
to keep the service 
going. All this 
and more was 
said to make a 
total impression 
of. voluntary 
service bravely 
battling against 
short supplies yet 
maintaining a full 
national 24-hour 
service. 


Among this audi- 
ence was a man 
who. had done his 
usual share of con-- 
tributing to various 
worthy appeals, but 
had never had. the 
facts of any facet 
of - Israeli’. life 
brought home to him in this vivid 
fashion. That night and the following 
day the urge to do something to relieve 
the shortages of which he had heard 
was so strong that he started to tele- 
phone his friends asking for help. 

That was a start... Immediately a 
drive. for medical supplies was orga- 
nised and well over £2,000 worth of 
supplies was sent within a few months 
of the original meeting. Meanwhile, 
the campaign to send ambulances was 
got under way. Success came, and as 
each ambulance .was. dedicated the 
sincerity of the plea moved others to 
respond. so that each ambulance sent 
brought another in its train, 

In 1952 twelve ambulances had been

The drive for 50 ambulances by .. 
1956 to mark the 25th anniversary of 
Magen David Adom in Israel and to 
complete five years of activity was 
now on. Its success needed the enor- 
mous encouragement of a community 
already much burdened with a vast 
and. growing number of appeals. 
Help came from unexpected sources, 


Young people's charity committees 
came and offered to raise tunds to 
build the ambulance quota; indi- 


viduals came and anonymously offered 
to provide the funds for an ambu- 
lance; tyres and: spares were sent 
through funds subscribed privately and 
very often anonymously, 

All this had arisen from the inspira- 
tion of. a man who would rather be 
musician than business man. A gifted 
pianist and composer, he lent all 
his talents to this work, and by his 
sincerity so impressed all to whom he 
spoke that he achieved his aim. with- 
out hurting any other appeal and 
made friends for the cause for which 
he taboured. 

He inspired the Potters Bar Jewish 
Golf Club to promise an ambulance 
every year, and this year the group 
will be sending their fifth ambulance, 
He gave encourugement to the group- 
ing of charities to raise greater 
amounts by combining activities and 
cutting expenses. His drive was con- 
stantly for the raising of funds with 
little or no expenses. 

Today it is no wonder that he is in 
sight of his target figure—the SoOth 
ambulance in his campaign for Israel, 
This ambulance he has decided should

Continued from page | 
talisation, and the organisation of 
reserves of blood plasma and by- 
products. 

Magen David Adom has now 
three blood banks, and 15,000 blood 
‘portions were distributed last year 
alone. A blood insurance scheme is 
being implemented among settlements, 
and the recent opening of the Frac- 
tionation and Plasma Drying Institute 
in Jaffa will enable research into new 
possibilities which modern science has 
revealed for the utilisation of the 
different blood albumines as medical 
treatment and for life saving. In all 
these activities ambulances play an 
integral part. They are the bases 
around which all 35 
Magen David Adom operate. These 
are divided into three types. The first 
is that established in the big cities, of 
which Jerusalem is perhaps the most 
important, because in_ this battle- 
scarred city Magen David Adom and 
the few ambulances attached to it here 
have been called upon many times at 
a moment's notice to meet an emer- 
gency. The station is therefore more 
of a miniature hospital. It has a 
lecture room with folding furniture, 
which can. easily be converted into 
a ward with ten beds. The station 
includes also a first-aid room, a small 
operating theatre, an X-ray unit, blood 
bank (stored in a huge electric refrig- 


erator), and a small laboratory in 
which there is a modern bottle- 
washing and _ pressure-sterilisation 
machine. 


A Doctor on Call 


The second type of station is to be 
found in the smaller towns, such as 
Ramile, Petah Tiqva, Acre, and Rishon 
Zion. These are. first-aid stations 
with an average of two ambulances 
attached to each, and are equipped 
with medical supplies and dressings 
with a doctor on call jn case of more 
serious need. Most of these have 
emergency arrangements whereby a 
patient could be hospitalised for a 
limited period. 

The third type is merely an ambu- 
lance point. These are set up in new 
districts, wherever the development of 
the country creates’ a need. For 
example, ambulances are sent to the 
Gaza border when trouble there is 
_ threatened. A new area, such as the 
Lachish region, is being settled 
with immigrants, and Magen David 
often a telephone is not available and 
a patient needs urgent hospital atten- 
tion which cannot wait until an 
ambulance is sent from a long distance 
away. 

These ambulance points are to be 
strengthened by attaching to them 
five or six trained persons able to 
give effective first aid. Experience 
has shown the immeasurable advan- 
tages of giving such training, not only 
because the trainees can then treat the 
wounded, but also because it instils in 
them a spirit.of citizenship and mutual 
help which does much to dispel the 
initial suspicion with which immi- 
grants from different countries tend 
to regard each other, 

When two watchmen were wounded 
by infiltrators in a border settlement, 
and when the wedding party at Patish 
was attacked, the immediate appear- 
ance of Magen David Adom ambu- 
lances and trainees did more than 
anything else to prevent panic. 

Forty-eight British ambulances are 
now part of these services operated

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THE COLONEL MARCUS INSTITUTE

AGEN. DAVID ADOM 
serves many purposes—but 
perhaps the least known ef 

its functions is the work it has done 
in the field of research. It has 
-eason to be proud of its achieve- 
ment in this sphere. 


The main work started two years 
ago in 1953 when, on the jnitiative of 
M.D.A., an experimental laboratory 
was set up in Tel Aviv. Its purpose 
was to explore the possibilities of the 
freeze drying and separation of the 
components of blood. 

The Institute, which js in the pro- 
cess of completion, will ultimately 
house the country’s central blood 
bank. This means that it will have 
laboratories for typing blood, for 
drying plasma, and for separating and 
dispensing. therapeutic blood com- 
ponents, such as albumen, gamma 
globulin, fibrinogen, and antihemo- 
philié globulin. It will also contain a 
library of scientific books, microfilms, 


and ecards, classifying all the work 


done in the institute. 

As in most other, countries, the first 
hlood banks were established in the 
hospitals, In 1938, the Kupat Cholim 
‘Workers’ Sjck Fund) opened its first 


blood bank in the Belinson Hospital. 


Three years later the Hadassah Hos- 
pital entered the field, and in 1945 the 
Kupat Cholim started to operate its 
second bank in the Valley of 
Esdraelon, Jerusalem also saw its 


first. blood bank in that year. 


However, it was only in 1948, with 
the outbreak of: the Arab-Israeli war, 
that the need for a - National Blood 
Bank Programme became = obvious. 
Magen David Adom promptly steppec 
in to fill the need, and during 1948 
many thousands of blood donations 
were collected by the organisation. 
Today, however, M.D.A,’s__ blood 


policy has extended. Until very 


recently the general demand was 
supplied by occasional donors and by 
friends of jndividual patients. The 
gap was filled by volunteers from the 
Blood Donors’ Association, who took 
turns in responding to emergency 
demands, 

With the arrival of new immigrants 
in ever- increasing numbers—and many. 
of them in very poor physical con- 
dition—the demands on M.D.A.

MARCUS INSTITUTE 


The Colonel David Marcus Insti- 
tute for Blood was established in the 
name of a gallant American officer 
who died in the Israeli-Arab War. 

David Marcus was born in 1902 
and from his earliest days had military 
amb tions, He graduated from West 
Point in 1924, but resigned his com- 
mission two years later to study law. 
With the outbreak of the Second 
World War he returned to the U.S.A. 
Army and, in 1947, was promoted to 
the rank of colonel. 

At the request of the Jewish Agency 
he went to Palestine where he 
instructed members of Hagana. 
He played an active part in the war 
against the Arabs and died tragically 
on the Jerusalem front on the eve of 
the general cease-fire. 


became even greater than before, and

Faced with this very real problem. 
the Ministry of Health, the Army, and 


Magen David Adom formed a joint 


committee which had the aim. of 
organising an over-all blood pro- 
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gramme. This was a vast task and 
demanded a reorientation of ideas. It 
meant that the whole nation had to 
play its part, and in fact the whole 
nation, divided regionally, is insured 
for blood, This task is not yet com- 
pleted: it will need organisational 
dexterity and much equipment. It will 


also need the wholehearted co-opera- 


tion of the entire Jewish community. 

A few points in the plan may be of 
interest, It is intended to organise 
blood-collecting depots in kibbutzim, 
factories, and in the university. These, 
of course, will be supplementary to 
the M.D.A. and hospital depots 
already in existence. 

One other aspect of the David 
Marcus Institute is worthy of note. 

lood has been our main preoccupa- 
tion, but much work has also been 
done in storjng tissues and bone. 
With the facilities at our disposal and 
with the active co-operation of physi- 
cians, surgeons, and the many hos- 
pitals, it js hoped that we shall soon 
be able to set up banks for skin, 
arteries, bone, human mother milk, 
and even eye tissue. This is the task 
before all of us. It has started well, 
and with sympathy and support the 
success of our plan is inevitable.

An Ambulance for Every 30,000 


| feel that readers will appreciate 
the value of the work they are doing 
if they realise the full extent of Israel’s 
problem in this field... In Britain there 
is one ambulance for. every 8,000 
people ; in Israel there is one for every 
30.000. In Britain the average jour- 
ney of an ambulance is 13 miles; in 
Israe] it is more than 20. In Britain 
there are two to three workers in every 
ambulance ; jn Israel there is never 
more than one person—usually a 
volunteer. In Britain the average use- 
ful life of an ambulance is six years ; 
in Israel most ambulances are eight 
years old. 

Of the 100 or so ambulances in 
Israel an. average. of 5O are under 
repair and some of them are past 
repair. In Jerusalem and its environs, 
with a population in all of some 
200.000, there are only ten ambulances. 
Herztia’s 25,000 people have only one. 

Financially, Israelis play their part 
in this work. M.D.A.’s budget amounts 
to 1£1,500,000, and of this 1£1,000,000 
is collected through the municipalities, 
local brances, and by Government 
subsidies. The remaining I£500,000 
comes from abroad-——a generous. pro- 
portion from Britain. 

These are the problems and the 
tasks facing M.D.A. Those of. us 
who work in Britain for this really 
noble organisation are proud of our 
efforts.

The problem. is that many settlements ore still being built, ; 
and it is impossible to judge where best the future hospitals of 
these flourishing regions are to be. The plan is to gather ail the 
materials : beds, mattresses, sheets, pillow cases, rubber 
sheets, blankets, pyjamas, dressing gowns, slippers, bed pons, 
bedside tables, sterilizers, instruments, blood transfusion equip- 
ment, stretchers, tents, stoves, mobile kitchens, etc., etc., for 
1,000 beds and to divide the materials into “ BED UNITS.” 
Then 10°‘ BED UNITS” could be a small hospital run. up and 
functioning in a matter of hours and also taken down and packed 
again in-a very short time. The whole could be packed in a big 
ambulance and taken wherever in Israel they are required. In 
this way hospitals would be made available where needed, com- | 
plete with an dmbulance to maintain communications with the 
town in. case of major emergency. 


Arrangements have been made for a Certificate to be issued

ambulance, but prudence forthwith 
reminded me that I had forgotten to 
secure my. international driving licence. 


It had, therefore, to be the next-next- 
best thing: a drive with an ambulance- 
driver On a tour of M.D.A. posts and 
installations. 

To be honest. I imagined there could 
be little in it. What, | asked myself 
(as | am sure would most people who, 
like me, take certain social services so 
much for granted), could one actually 
go on a tour about in an ambulance 
service ? Answering an occasional call 
to convey a sick person to hospital— 
to go to the scene of an accident 
—to pick up an emergency maternity 
case—all very useful and important, 
but surely only incidental in the life 
of a people ? Certainly nothing full- 
time about it ! 

And that—as a certain well-known 
British comedian is fond of saying— 
is where | made my. greatest mistake ! 
The tour, which touched on a number 
of places and took up the better part 
of a working day, was, frankly, a 
revelation both of the scope of and 
the need: for the work of M.D.A. 

Early in the morn.ng, a dark green 
station wagon, convertible if needed 
mio an ambulance, manned by Mr. 
Jack Lavee and the driver Ephraim, 
called for us in Jerusalem. Like most 


of the vehicles of M.D.A.. it bore an 


inscription along its side describing its 
provenance and the names of the 
donors. This one was “ presented by 
the American Friends of Magen David 
Adom.”

Our first visit was to the head- 
quarters of the M.D.A. in Jerusalem, 
the old Russian Compound, where, on 
instant call in an open space in front 
of the building. a number of ambu- 
lances were drawn up. The casual 
passer-by, beyond possibly noting that 
there are such things as ambulances 
there and feeling subconsciously grate- 
ful for their presence, never gives a 
thought to the building facing them,

whence the services are directed. It 
was here—and unfortunately it is not 
such a big installation—that our eyes 
first began to be really opened. hk 
dawned on us that much more than 
ambulances was involved jn a service 
whose necessities and ramifications we 
had not hitherto suspected, And the 
more we looked and learned, the more 
we realised how nothing was redun- 
dunt and how this complicated busi- 
ness of being a human being, with 
our proneness to injury, wounds, sick- 
ness and accident, called up vital 
needs and ministrations: equipment 
and apparatus that. might mean the 
difference between life and death, and 


‘in any case would be the first, and 


therefore most important, step in 
recovering us from sudden physical 
misfortune. : 

Here were first-aid equipment, in the 
charge of expert nursing and medical 
staff, stacks of stretchers, emergency 
beds. bottles of blood ‘plasma and 
medicaments in the refrigerator, surgi- 
cal instruments in the clinic—every- 
thing, it. seemed to us, necessary for 
instant treatment of the smallest cut 
or the gravest injury before transfer 
to hospital. 


Our next call was something “ph ‘a 
contrast: a kibbutz, Shoresh, high*in 


the rounded hills of the Jerusalem 
Corridor, magnificently situated. We 
drove on to a small plateau, and there 
in front of us was a large heavy-duty 
ambulance—heavy-duty on account of 
the rough terrain it serves. It interested 
us vastly to see the inscription on this 
one: from the Manchester branch of 
the Friends of Magen David in Eng- 
land. named in. honour of Mr. and 
Mrs. Emanuel Raffles. Near by was 
the first-aid hut. single-roomed 


primitive affair, which, however, con- 


tained sufficient medical equipment to 


handle initially the type of injury that - 


one might expect jn a farming com- 
munity, There are (as everywhere in 
Israel, in every conceivable organisa- 
tion) plans to extend and improve the 
accommodation. 

From Shoresh to Lod (Lydda)—the 
town, not the airport. Here a pleasant 
two-storey building is set in a newly 
constructed little garden, with space 
for a couple of ambulances. The 
building is also new, and the upper 
storey has been devised additionally 
as a2 community centre, with a taste- 
fully furnished hall for entertainment 
and relaxation. The leading citizens 


of the town form the local executive 
of M.D.A.; we were greeted on our 
arrival by a triumvirate of honorary 
workers: bank manager, lawyer, and 
doctor. They told us that they deal 
with about a dozen cases of accident 
or injury a day at this centre. 

On to Jaffa, to the already famous 
Blood Fractionation Institute. This, 
too, is a new building, not yet com- 
pleted and not yet fully fitted. But 
already some laboratories and essentia! 
apparatus in the most important work 
of processing and storing jn a bank 
the various types of blood for trans- 
fusions are in use by |. scientists. 
employed there full-time. The insti- 
tute is the most modern-that can be 
devised, with tip-top equipment for 
this vital service. 

A short drive north through Jaffa’s 
famous principal avenue, lined with 
tall palm trees, and we are in Tel 
Aviv. In an otherwise quiet street, 
we come to the chief institution of 
Magen David Adom. There is plents 
of bustle inside this building, as might 
be expected of a “station” serving 
over a quarter of a million inhabitants 
of the city: A covered way facing 


on. to the street garages a row of 


ambulances, noses forward, ready for 
a call from anywhere at an instant’ 
notice. 

The average number of cases treated 
here daily is over a hundred.’ When 
we arrived, we plunged at once into 
a scene of unrehearsed activity tha! 
made it seem as though the whole 
hundred for that day were there a! 
once, The waiting-rooms were 
crowded, and the casualty rooms were 
full of patients, of all types and ages 
and of both sexes, being expeditious!) 
bandaged or soothed or having their 
injuries—the results. of. street, house- 
hold, factory, and other accidents— 
medically observed and treated. | 

At last, in Tel Aviv, we got’ near 
to comprehending fully the real scope 
of Magen David Adom. Its ambu- 
lances, in Red Cross style, are ready, 
comparatively few though they are, 
for duty anywhere at any hour of the 
day or night; but beyond all! that, as 
far as Israel is concerned, Magen 
David Adom performs another invaiu- 
able service: in effect. it saves the 
hard-worked hospitals there an 
immense amount of time and effort b) 
acting essentially as their extramural 
casualty and out-patient department.

Dr. S. van den Bergh, formerly 
teacher at the Sorbonne and now 
living in London, is one of the most 
revered figures jn the field of Islamic 
research, and has placed students of 
Arabian and Jewish philosophy greatly 


in his debt by his earlier work on 


Averroesa, Now many years of sus- 
tained effort Have borne fruit in a 
truly magnificent edition of an English 
translation, accompanied by a separate 
volume . of - Notes, of Averroes’ 
masterpiece, 

work by Averroes (1126-1198). 
Maimonides’ great contemporary, 
sets out to dtsprove the arguments 
against philosophy which Abu Hamid 
al-Ghazali (1059-1111) had advanced 
in his brilliant treatise called “ The 
incoherence of Philosophy.” Ghazali’s 
book was written at a period of his life 
when he was still struggling against 
the philosopher within himself and 
before he took the plunge into Sufi 
mysticism and became the 
force in the spiritual regeneration of 
Islam. Averroes, the determined 
advocate of philosophy, carefully 
scrutinises Ghazalis arguments and 
finds them wanting. There is no work 
in all medieval literature which leads 
us to any similar degree into the work- 
shop. aS it were, of the philosophic 
production of the period concerned. 


Lucid Notes | 


Students of medieval Jewish philo- 
-sophy. will find there all the problems 
concerning creation, the unity of God, 
providence, and the like, which are 
familiar from the discussion of these 
topics in the works of the Jewish 
Neoplatonists and Aristotelians. They 
will. be glad to have an opportunity of 
studying the Jewish texts in the light 
of the present edition of Averroes, 
~which embodies both Ghazali’s attack 
and refutation in delightful 
Fnglish rendering. Wherever the sub- 
ject-matter tends to become a little 
obscure, Dr. van den. Bergh’s lucid 
notes—they. are veritable mines of 
historical information and wear their 
stupendous. learning lightly——provide 
the necessary comment. 

The editor bases his translation on 
the critical text published by M. 
Bouyges, substituting his own readings 
in a large number of instances. He 
does not seem to have consulted the 
two Hebrew. translations of the work 
under. the title “ Happalat ha-Hap- 
palah.” Nor do the notes register the 
protound influence which both Ghaza!i 
and. Averroes exercised on medieval! 
Jewish thought. But these are minor 
omissions in a work designed primarily 
to open up for inspection and appre- 
ciation one of the classics of philo- 
‘Sophical literature. 


THE MISHNA 


Gateway to the Mishnah. By Isipore 


FISHMAN. Jack Mazin. 14s.

In addition to its religious import- 
ance, the Talmud also has an enormous 
literary value. Jewish literature and 
intellectual Jewish conversation both 
abound in Talmudic as well as Biblical 
idiom. It is not only those who wish to 
become rabbis and teachers who need 
to study this great well of Jewish learn- 
ing. The average layman should also 
be knowledgeable in Jewish matters. 

Dr. Fishman no doubt had such con- 
siderations in mind when he prepared 
his latest book, “Gateway to the 
Mishnah.” This js an anthology of 
Selected passages from all the six 
Sedarim, Each passage is self-con- 
tained with a special sub-title, and is 
given in Hebrew and in English, with 
brief explanatory notes,. The Hebrew 
text ts in good clear type, well-pointed, 
and the translation is in simple read- 
able English. Every . anthology 
Haturally reflects the attitude of the 
selector, and therefore may not always 
Satisfy everybody's taste. But here it

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UNIQUE CERTIFICATE 


CHIEF Rabbi's certificate of 
commendation given to a 
little girl of six years of age 
must surely be a document. of 
unusual interest. Such a document 


is included in a collection of old 


family letters and. papers recently 
presented to the Jewish Museum by 
Mr. Arthur M. Cohen, son of the 
late Sir Benjamin L. Cohen, MP. 
These papers throw a touchingly 


human light on Anglo-Jewish life

found some blood on one of them.” 

Floretta Keyser (the heroine of our 
Certificate) duly recovered from. her 
wound and grew up to marry, at the 
age of 17, Louis Cohen (grandson of 
the famous Levy Barent Cohen), who 
became a leading figure in the Angio- 
Jewish community. Apart, however, 
from her undoubted intellectual and 
domestic talents, Floretta was evi- 
dently blessed with great beauty. It 
is revealing to read in Sir Joseph's 
letter the reference to the interest 
shown her by the Prince of Wales, 
whose royal eye for feminine beauty 
is apparently sufficiently well known 
to merit the reassuring comment that 
“ neither she nor your father had any 
relations with Cariton House before 
or afterwards.” 

Incidentally, in Sir Joseph's letter 
the words “ before or afterwards ~ are 
added as an afterthought! 


Distinguished Descendants 


Floretta died in 1859 in her S2nd 
year, leaving a family of five sons and 
four daughters. Her eldest daughter, 
Adelaide, married Sir Joseph Sebag- 
Montefiore, Julia married Henry Jessel, 
Henrietta married Assur Moses, and 
the youngest daughter, Ellen, married 
the first Lord Swaythling. Her five 
sons, Henr§, Lionel, Alfred, Benjamin, 


and Nathaniel (father of the late Sir 


Robert Waley Cohen), all took an 
active and leading part in communal 
life, and it is a remarkable fact. that 
at some time or other almost every 
Anglo-Jewish institution of note had 
at its head or as a guiding power a 
member of the Cohen family. Cer- 
tainly no. family in any period of 
Anglo-Jewish history contributed more 
to communal endeavour, there can 
be no doubt that the strict Orthodox 
Judaism practised by Louis and 
Floretta Cohen, with its emphasis on 
communal and charitable service, set 
an inspiring example to their children. 

One feels that Solomon. Hirschel 
must have been endowed with pro- 
phetic vision when he penned that 
somewhat naive certificate in 1813, 
expressing not only his gratification at 
the accomplishmem of a little girl of 
six years of age but also his high 
hopes for her successful future. Of 
Floretta it may truly be said “ many 
daughters have done worthily, but 
thou excellest them all.”

How true this: 


A Great. Man Forgotten

whose. epoch-making doctrine 1s 
considered by the whole civilised 
world as one of the most precious 
achievements of modern medicine. 

When -Freud was driven from the 
country. of his birth in 1938, not only 
was his theory. outlawed from. all 
academies and jnvestigation.. 
psycho-analysis forbidden in Austria, 
but also all his books and works were 
confiscated. His colleagues were 
repeatedly hounded and interrogated 
by the Gestapo and threatened. with 
removal to concentration camps. if 
they continued to. propagate the 
* Jewish evil-method.” 


The Institute for “Psycho-analysis 


was reopened in 1946, but it has had to - 


battle against great difficulties. Many 
Viennese professors oppose Freud's 
doctrine, not all of them for scientific 
reasons. Even the well-known Jewish 
psychologist, Professor Viktor Frankl, 
controverts Freud. Of the leading 
psychologists and neurologists, only 
Professor Hans Hoff is an exponent of 
psycho-analysis, which is employed in 
the treatment of patients at his clinic. 

Mainly due to the efforts of two 
men—-Professor Eichhorn (who died 
in 1949) and Dr. Winterstein (Presi- 
dent of the Viennese Institute for 
Psycho-analysis}—a new generation of 
psycho-analysts, comprising ten physi- 
cians, and: ten more who are still 


‘Studying, has been created. Expan- 


sion projects are not. only hampered 


by men of science. 
public, too, remains somewhat sus- 
picious of a method which has been 
taboo for eleven years, They hesitate 
to submit to long and expensive treat- 
ment. Moreover, for young physicians 
psycho-analytic study entails three to 
four years’ research, and, according 
to Freud's principles, the doctor him- 
self has to undergo treatment in this 
field : and few can afford the time and 
money. There seems little hope, there- 
fore, according to Dr. Winterstein, that 
Freud’s name and doctrine will be 
reinstated in Austria to their former 
eminence. 

Abandoned, like his professoral 
chair at the university, is also Freud’s 
residence im the ninth district of 
Vienna, in the Berggasse 19. For 47 
vears (1891 to 1938) Freud lived and 
worked in this house. People from 
all over the world came specially to 
Vienna to be cured by him, Luxurty 
cars with American. British, and 
Swiss registration plates drove up to 
his home. Foreigners paid any price 
for his services, 
patient, Mrs. Burlingham, even hired 
the flat above Freud's apartment to be 
near him. His colleagues at the uni- 
versity respected him, his pupils idol- 
ised him, and every Viennese, uP to 
1938. was proud that he was a citizen 
of the town. But few today remember 
the great man and his work. 

When the Nazis forced Freud to 
leave his home, his valuables were

fiiched by the S.S. and his furniture 
auctioned. At first the flat was allotted - 
to Jews who reached Vienna on their 
flight from the provinces. But soon 
they were taken to concentration 
camps, and for a short time the 
eleven rooms remained empiy. In 
1941 Freud's residence was divided 
into three flats and allotted to people 
who enjoyed the patronage of the 
They still live there, A 
private chauffeur of the former Rector 
of Vienna University shares a three- 
room flat with his wife; an officer 
of the Austrian. military police is 
installed jn another: and im the 
remaining five rooms a family has 
established a knitting workshop. All 
of them allege that they had nothing 
to do with Freud, whom they never 
met, 

Apparently nobody in the neigh- 
bourhood knows anything about 
Freud except an old man who keeps 
a small grocery shop opposite. He 
speaks of the “ good old times " when 
Freud’s wife was his client and 
Freud's children came to buy cakes. 
The grocer states that he himself was 
arrested and his shop closed for 
“ profiteering” because he sold food- 
stuffs to Jews. 

Once a noble residence, the house 
in the Berggasse 19 is today a negiec- 
ted lodging. Its owner. a dentist, does 
not think it worth while to spend 
money on repairs. On the unkempt 


and dirty exterior, among yellowed 
signboards of workshops and offices, 
hangs the Freud memorial tablet. Few 
passers-by take note of it and fewer 
still know who Freud was,

BRITISH IGNORANCE ABOUT ISRAEL 
Lord ‘Balfour on “ Ineffectual Propaganda ”

Speaking , at. Glasgow .on, Sunday 
the Earl of Balfour said he was horri- 
fied by the ignorance of his own 
countrymen about the position of the 
State of Israel, amd he had come to 
the conclusion that it was due to the 
fact that Israelt propaganda had been 
singularly ineffectual. 

The Earl and Countess of Balfour were 
the guests of: honour champagne 
recepnon held by the Glasgow Group 
of the Children and Youth Aliyah at 
‘the home of Mr, A. A. Collins, J.P., 
and Mrs, Collins.” Mr. Collins presided. 

He did not believe, said Lord Balfour, 
that one person in ten knew anything 
whatever about the Arab-Israeli War, and 
not one in a hundred knew the history 
of the events which had led up to the 
present siltuauion, The Jews—and some 
non-Jews—-were so well acquainted with 
the facts that they could not believe that 
there was a great need for publicity 
among those who did not know. He did 
not believe that the British people were 
at heart hostile or unfair, They were 
ignorant, and the facts should be made 
known. to them, 

The Arabs living in Israe]) were now 
enjoving full civilised rights, the speaker 
coniinued, and the Arab population was 
now bigger than when the Jewish Staie 
was established, 


Dealing with the Arab refugee prob- 
lem, he said that the Arabs had vast 
areas of land crying out for manpower, 
and by utilising these areas the refugee 
question could be cured.

Balfour announced that Sir Maurice 
Bloch had donated £500 to the work of 
the Glasgow group.

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GROWTH OF HEBREW 
UNIVERSITY 


Remarkable Progress 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter. 


The Hebrew University has become 
a complete and fully-fledged instity- 
tion of learning, Professor Benjamin 
Mazar, its President and Rector, stated 


before his departure from London Jast 
week, 


Addressing a press conference, held at 
the headquarters of the British Friends 
of the University and presided over by 
their Chairman,. Professor N. Beniwich, 
Professor Mazar said that the Hebrew 
University had, within the past two years. 
made remarkable progress. Lis faculties 
now covered all subjects, apart from the 
technical ones [which are being taught at 
the Haifa Technion], and the number of 
students had increased to over 3,700. of 
whom about 100 were non-Jews, mainly 
Arabs. The academic staff had increased 
by half over the same period to S60. and 
very many of them were Israelis who had 
been tramed at the university. 

Speaking of the development of 
research work, Professor Mazar said that 
i; had now become an important integral 
part of the university curriculum. cover- 
ing not only the humanities and especially 
Jewish ‘and Oriental studies, but. also 
nuclear and solar energy. lis Geologi- 
cal Department had played a great part 
in the exploration work which had led 
to the recent discoveries of oil. 


Expansion Budget 


The expansion of ‘the university, 


he 


went on, had, of course, also made the 


former maintenance budget of [£6,000:000 
entirely madequate ; and another 
would have to be provided 
if the university was not to. be forced to 
curtail 1s development at the very time 
when more than ever Israel would be 
needing new experts in every sphere— 
medicine, agriculture, education, science, 
and the civil service. 
Immigration within the last years had 
brought very few people with. university 
education, and there was a whole genera- 
tion of highly educated ‘men missing in 


Tsrael-to replace the older. ones. which

THE HOLE IN THE 
| ROAD 


A Rabbinic Interpretation 
By a Correspondent 


Jewish law has quite a good deal 
‘oO say on problems similar to that 
which faced the Corporation of the 
City of London relating to a hole in 
the read which nobody wanted. 


It wil! be recalled that a summons was, 
in effect, served last week on the hole 
in the pavement in Austin Friars. after 
ii had been found that the hole no longer 
bad an owner, 


The hole was apparently caused about 
a year ago bv a heavily laden lorry, The 
section of the road in which the. hole 
began its now famous existence was 
owned by a company which has gone into 
voluntary liquidation. The company's 
lands then became vested in the Crown 
under: the 1948 Companies. Act, but the 
Crown stated that since the hole had no 
intrinsic value and was of no use to 
anyone it disclaimed ownership of. it. 
The hole then became vested in nobody. 

When the problem was brought before 
the Lord Mayor's an@ City of London 
Court at Guildhall last Friday, it was 
stated that the owner of the hole would 
never be found——-for apparently he did 
not exist, An order was made requiring 
the hole to be repaired within two days. 
If the work had not been carried out by 
Monday the City Corporation was given 
the right to make the hole safe. 

How would the rabbinic authorities 
have dealt with this curious. problem? 
Some. conclusions canbe drawn from 
similar. .problems dealt with by them. 
Phere is a general rule rabbinic Ittera- 
ture: that it is -not to sell a 
thing which has no value (Gillin 43-1 
Zvi’ “IB, etc.). But it should be remem- 
hered that, according to the Talmud; a 


thing becomes of value if it is worth 
only one pruta—which even in ancient 
umes was a coin of little value. 

On the assumption that the hole in the 
road was worth at least a single pruta 
and that it was not a danger to passers- 


the Corporation, had existed in the 


anciem Jewish Commonwealth, would 
have had quite a simple task. On the 
Crown announcing that it had given up 
any claim to the hole, the Corporation, 
if m acted quickly, could have legally 
taken possession of the hole and done 
whatever it liked with wu. This would 
have saved the time of learned lawyers 
and judges, no summens would have had 
to be. issued, and considerable expense 
would have been avoided. But the snag 
here would have been that as Corpora- 
tions jn every country and every century 
are notoriously slow to. take action, a 
private citizen or another group could, 
because the hole was hefker (ownerless), 
have moved in first, and it would have 
remained in the possession of the first 
occupier to take possession of it. 


The Same Dilemma 


On the other hand, if the hole’ had 
been considered not to be worth even a 
pruta—rather an.unlikely decision—the 
Corporation in ancient Israel would have 
heen almost in the same dilemma as 
the Corporation of London, Even if the 
Corporation had taken possession of the 
hole it could not claim, according to some 
rabbinic authorities, .a legal mght to the 
hole, and another person if he made his 
way .into the hole could claim equal 
rights with the Corporation. 

But if, as was claimed at the Lord 
Mayor's and City of London Court, the 
hole was in a “ dangerous state,” the 
rabbis in ancient Israel could have acted 
quickly without having recourse. to 
lengthy court. procedure. The Tuvai Ha-ir 
(the city authorities) had the responsibility 
to repair holes which were a danger to 
passers-by. .. The hole in ancient Israel! 
would have had a much shorter. existence 
than the year’s freedom given to the one 
in Austin Friars,

Then he prayed to God and 
said: “If God will be with me 
and will keep me in this. way that I 
go, and will give me bread to eat and 
raiment to put on, so that I come 
back to my father’s house in peace, 
then shall the Lord be my God, and 
this stone, which I have set up for a 
pillar, shall be God's house ; and of 
all that Thou shalt give me, I will 
surely give the tenth unto Thee.” This 
sets us all an example. What we 
produce by the labour of our own 
hands is only a success because of the 
blessing of Heaven, and as a thank- 
offering we should devote some of our 
prosperity to the service of others who 
are less fortunate than we are, or who 
are ill and cannot help themselves. 


Jacob was not only a dreamer ; 
he worked hard and patiently, and it 
is to this that he owed his success in 
life. He knew that work must be 
done. and that ease and rest can come 
only after labour. We can all dream 
dreams, but it Is no use planning a 
dream castle if we are not prepared 
to lay the foundations and the bricks 
ourselves. As we journey along life's 
road, we can indulge our fancies as 
we will regarding what the future has 
in store for us, but it is only the 
reality of hard work that will turn 
our dreams into actual facts. 


The Midrash relates that, in the

ancients often saw a ladder which was 
so tall that none knew to where it 


very earliest days, many the 


reached. Esau saw this ladder and 
said: “Come what may, I will climb 
it and meet God face to face.” He 
mounted the ladder and hardly had he 
reached the fourth rung, which was 
of iron, when the wind of God blew 
against him and he fell off with a 
tremendous thud, So badly injured 
was he that he retired to dwell on 
Mount Seir for the rest of his days. 
Now Nimrod was a boastful idolater 
and he bragged how much more 
mighty he was than Esau, and that 
he would ascend the ladder and do 
battle with God Himself. . He also 
started to climb the ladder, but when 
he reached the third rung, which was 
of gold, the sun shone with such 
brilliance on the golden step that it 
blinded him and he, too, fell off. 
Angry at the pain and indignity 
he had suffered by his fall, he stirred 
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up his wicked companions to build 
the Tower of Babel. Two evil men 
started on the task, but the first had 
only reached the second rung of the 
ladder, which was of silver, when it 
melted under him. and he fell and 
died from shock. His companion 
looked down, and touched with his 
hand the first rung, which was of cop- 
per, and he was burned to death.

The Backward Child 


By EMANUEL MILLER 


T is difficult enough to plan for 
the so-called ‘normal child. How 
much more so js it to help the 

backward child to find his place in 
the family, the school, and, later. 
the community. 

To direct one’s attention to those 
places in which the child lives and 
learns is not pedantry, for in each 
Special opportunities for growth are 
obtained and particular strains are 
met. Many an expert on backward- 
ness tends to accentuate the intelli- 


gence factor alone, and in so doing . 


he or she will be inclined to focus 
attention on learning and the sub- 
jects of learning necessary for. use- 
fulness in the social: life of the 
growing child. The great pioneers 
of the nineteenth century, Pestalozzi, 
Montessori, and others, realised that 
even the normal child needs a 
stimulus to his interests and engage- 
ment of his emotions:; .and they 
recognised. still more highly the 
‘falue of the teacher as a person, 
her love and compassion. 

But let us not. forget that a-<child 
learns long. before it enters school. It 
begins to build up world from baby- 
hood onwards on its mother’s lap. and 
In contact with its father and brothers 
and sisters. It is in the intricate 
tionship of mother and child. and the 
rest. OF .the “Family. that a ‘child's 
emotions and interests and curiosities 
are woven into the capacity to learn 
how the world works, 

For the training of the backward 
child in this early problem of learning 
and training for. life's demands, the 
personal factor is all. important. 
Indeed, it requires not only. compas- 
sion and love, but infinite patience 
and restrained optimism. 

Herta Loewy, in her recently. pub- 
lished) book. “ The Training of the 
Backward Child” (Staples, 12s.. 6d.). 
performs a ‘very valuable service in 
pointing out how important is the role 
of the. parents in handling the defec- 


reia- 


tive child in the home. She is careful to 
balance the needs of home life against 
their care and. training in. schools 
which alone can afford certain tech- 
niques in handling and educating. 
Lessons and play supplement each 
other, and the teaching through action 
not Only gives a balance to both mind 
and body but is a source of pleasure 
in itself and acts as a natural vehicle 
lor learning. Miss Loewy conveys 
her enthusiasm in a useful and spirited 
Way, and gives. Valuable advice on 
games which encourage Jearning and 
on poems and songs which aid the 
growth of language. There is, as all 
who work with backward children 
know, a fund of submerged ability in 
many of them which can be tapped 
by. careful. methods. Through art 
education many latent. gifts can~. be 
utilised to develop the higher mental! 
activities which are necessary for. the 
child to prove his. usefulness. in: our 
complex. society, | 
The study of the mentally defective 
and emotionally unstable. child has 
aroused interest in recent vears in the 
development of normal children. We 
mav well ask what js- expected of. a 
child of any given age from infancy 
to, sav, the seventh. vear... Of what 
movements and skills should it be 
capable: what degree of control over 
i's bodily habits 1s to be expected, how 
far ought emotions to be controlled : 
when does it show. obedience to: the 
conventions of upbringing ? These 
levels-of development must, of course, 


vary different families, but- in’ the 
main -(in terms. of averages). the 
vreatest . differences are. found in 


countries at different levels of cultural 
development and of varving cultural 
traditions. ° All these matters were dis- 
cussed at length in a conference or 
seminar of the World Federation of 
Mental Health. This seminar,: last- 
three weeks,’ was. composed of 
experts from all over the world. The 
two volumes:-of debates. and case -his- 
tories make valuable reading for. all 
who are concerned with child welfare

CHESTNUTS—SWEET & SAVOURY 


To remove husks and skins. Make a 
slit in the nuts and put on a baking tin 
‘na moderate. oven for 1S minutes. Take 
out a few ata time and remove shells and 
skins with a pointed knife. 


Boiled Chestnuts. After removing skins 
cook in slightly salted boiling. water tll 
tender—about 30 minutes. Drain and 
serve coated with thick brown gravy or 
parsley sauce. 

Chestnuts and Brussels Sprouts. Allow 
1 |b. of chestnuts to 1 Ib. of sprouts, and 
cook them separately, then drain and mix 
together. Put them in a casserole, dot 
with margarine or chicken fat, cover and 
heat through in a moderate oven. 


Chestnuts with Sweet and Sour Sauce. 
Boil 1 Ib. of peeled chestnuts till tender, 
then. drain. . Melt 1 oz. 
saucepan, stir in | oz. flour and gradually 
add '2-pt. of water in which the chestnuts 
were cooked: add 2 tablespoonfuls of 
vinegar and stir till boiling; then add a 
tablespoonful each of sugar and sultanas, 
and the chestnuts, and simmer gently for 
S minutes. 

Chestnut Stuffing for Roast Turkey. 
Drain 1 Ib. of boiled chestnuts and rub 
through a sieve. _Add '2 Ib. of sausage 
meat, 4 oz. of fresh breadcrumbs, 2 oz. of 
melted chicken fat. or margarine, and a

heaten egg. Season with.salt and pepper, 
and mix thoroughly. 


Chocolate Chestnut Cream 


Chestnuts, 1 plain chocolate,.2 oz. : 
sugar, 1. oz.: milk, '4 pt:: cream, 2 or 3 


tablespoonfuls ; chocolate granules ; 
vanilla essence. 
the chestnuts. till. tender, after 


removing: the skins, then rub through a 
sieve. Grate the chocolate and put with 


the milk and sugar into a saucepan and. 


stir over.a gentle heat till the chocolate ts 
dissolved, then bring to the boil; stir in 
the sieved ‘chestnuts, flavour with vannla 
and continue Stirring. over a gentile heat 
for 2 or 3 minutes, until the mixture ts 
quite smooth. - Leave till cold, beat in 
the cream, turn into mndividual glasses and 
sprinkle ‘with chocolate granules.

Short or biscuit’ crust; cooked chest- 
nuts, 8 castor sugar, 2-0z.; cooking 
sherry, 1 tablespoonful; 1 egg; apricot 
jam. 

' Sipve the chestnuts, add the sugar, 
beaten egg,.and sherry, and thor- 
oughly. Line patty tins with pastry, put 

teaspoonful of apricot jam in each, 
then 2 or 3 teaspoonfuls of the chestnut 
mixture on top. Smooth neatly and bake 
in a quick oven till lightly browned.

ANGLO-JEWRY PAST 
AND PRESENT 


W .J.C. Seminar 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The low standard of Jewish learning 
in Anglo-Jewry was. deplored by 
speakers at a tercentenary seminar 
held by the World Jewish Congress, 
British Section, at Hillel House, Ends- 
leigh Street, W.C.1, on Sunday. 

Speaking on “ Anglo-Jewry Today,” 
Mr. D. J. Trenner, Secretary of the 
W.3.C. British Section’s Cultural Com- 
mitiee, gave a survey of Jewish com- 
munai organisations. He said that the 
occupational pattern of Anglo-Jewry was 
the reflection of certain innate psycholo- 
gical traits of the Jewish people, expressed 
in the desire for security, mobility, inde- 
pendence, and complete social equality 
with their surroundings. This was reflected 
in the growing trend to enter the profes- 
sions. among Anglo-Jewish youth. 

There was, however, the 
growing assimilation and intermarriage. 


-and a decline of intellectual standards and 


values due to the predominantly 
materialistic outlook of the community. 
To survive, Anglo-Jewry must see itself 


as a part of the world-wide community of 
Jewish people, he concluded, 


Failure of Resettlement Plans 


The failure of Manasseh Ben Israel's 
original plans for legislation on Jewish 
resettlement in this country proved in. the 
end to be the main. factor of Anglo- 
Jewry’s strength and viiality in the present 
day, argued Mr, Cecil Roth, speaking on 
the Fhree Hundred Years. of. Angio- 
Jewry.’ Readmission based on a specific 
edict or. ukase might have subjected the 
Jews to. a. specific and discriminatory 
status. Instead they were allowed to settle 
as free men, subject only to restrictions 
imposed on. the other nonconformist 
denominations. Thus Jewish settlement 
and emancipation in this country had 
grown organically into the warp and woof 
of English life, creating Anglo-Jewry’s 
distinct tradition . of freedom.

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HEBREW SEMINAR AT BRIGHTON 
Communal Leaders Among the Students 


From a Special Correspondent 


A Hebrew seminar was held last 
week-end by the Jewish Agency in 
conjunction with the Zionist Federa- 
tion at the King’s Hotei, Brighton. 

Among those present in their personal 
capacities were Mr. S. S. Levin (an 
Hon. Officer of the United Synagogue 
and Chairman of the London Board of 
Jewish Religious Education), two other 
Hon. Officers of the London Board, Dr. 
L. V. Snowman (Chairman of the Educa- 
tion Committee) and Mr. §. London 
(Jomt Treasurer), and the Chairman of 
the Memorial Council, Dr. George 
Webber. Among the other “ students ’ 
was a Vice-President of the Zionist 
Federation and its former Chairman. Mr. 
Janus Cohen, and there wae a large repre- 
semation from the B'rit Ivrit Olamit—Dr. 
S. Sacks (Chairman): Mrs. Hedva Petric 
(Hon. Secretary); Mr. S. London (Treas- 
urer); and Dr. Oscar Stern. 


The seminar dealt with the trends in . 
the evaluation of the Jewish spirit, the 


lecturers being Professor Isaiah Tishbi 
(of. the Hebrew University), who spoke 
on Rationalistic Medieval Philosophy 
and Mythological. Cabbala’’: and Mr. 
Joseph Weiss (a graduate of the Hebrew 
University, a Lecturer at University Col- 
lege, London, and of the Institute 
of Jewish Studies in Manchester). 
whose subject was “The Beginnings of 
Chassidism and its Sociological Implica- 
tions.” Mr. Shlomo Auerbach also 
delivered a lecture on “‘ Chassidism as a 
Creative. Factor in. the .New Hebrew 
Literature.” 


Language Difficulties 


The lectures were delivered in Hebrew. 
But a few of the younger students. con- 
fessed to. me that they could not follow 
these intricate topics because they had not 


attained the stage of their more advanced © 


colleagues for whom this seminar. was 
intended. The lecturers did their best 
not to use difficult and unusual phrases 
whenever this was possible. It would be 
a good thing, I thought, for the benefit 
of those who hover between the .inter- 
mediate and advanced stage, if the lec- 
turers om such subjects prepared their 
lectures in written form in advance so 
that they could be made available to the 
members of the seminar. . 
Obviously appreciating the difficulties 
of the less advanced students, the Secre- 
tary of the Department and organiser of 
these seminars, Mr. Levi Gertner, 
arranged for Mr. Jacob Golboa, the 
Hebraist, to take a class for them during 
one or two of the sessions. The subject 


_of his improvised lecture was Peretz. 


I would also suggest to the organisers 
that at future seminars a certain amount 


of time should be apportioned to dis- 
cussion so that the hsteners be given 
the opportunity of expressing their views 
on the subject in Hebrew. 

A third suggestion is that a drive 
should be for new members to 
augment the students whom one secs 
again and again at these seminars. 

An address was given before the con- 
clusion of the seminar on Sunday by Mr. 
R. Amur, the Israeli Consul, also in 
Hebrew, ang during the session Mr. 
Gertner read passages from the latest 
works of Agnon, which, unfortunately, 
lasted only a quarter of an hour or so. 
We should have had more of this great 
Hebrew writer,

which began with an exposition of cer- 
tain Midrashic passages dealing with that 
week's Sidra by Mr. Gertner, who, after 
the Friday evening's meal, welcomed the 
members of the seminar and referred with 
particular gratification to. the fact that 
those present included a large number of 
Baale; Baatim. 

The members of the seminar were also 


~ welcomed by the mimster of the Brighion 


and Hove Congregation, the Rev: I. N. 
Fabricant, in his sermon and after the 
Sabbath meal. 

After Havdala a song recHal was 
given by the Israeli lyric-soprano, Ul 
Shocken, which tmeluded Schubert's 
Ave Maria in. Hebrew. She was 
accompanied by Silvia Cohen. This was 
followed by a performance of. Israeli 
dances by 12-year-old) twins, Naomi 
and Aviva, daughters of Mr. and Mrs.

OF DEATH 


Validity of Remarriage 
Discussed

Presumption of death in English 


and Jewish Law,” was the subject of a 
talk and debate at a meeting of the 
Jewish Society for Legal Study. held 
at Hillel House. London, last week. 
Rabbi N. Vengroff. a practising solici- 
tor. said that in English law, either. the 
wife or the husband could apply to the 
court for a decree of. presumption of 
death. of the absent spouse and for the 
dissolution of the marriage. In. Jewish 


law. the question arose only In the case. 


of an absent husband. 

He pointed out that by virtue of. the 
Matrimonial Causes Act any married pe-- 
son who alleged that reasonable grounds 
existed for supposing that the other party 
to the marriage was dead might apply 
to the court for a decree of presumption 
of death and for the dissolution of the 
marriage. In such proceedings the fact 
that for a period of at least seven years 
the other party had been continually 
absent from the petitioner, and that the 
petitioner had. reason to believe that, the 
other party had no: been living within 
that period, was evidence that the other 
spouse was dead until the contrary could 
he proved. If. after the decree absolute 
had been made. the missing spouse was 
found to be still alive. the decree would 
stand (in English law) and the subsequent 
marriage of the petitioner would be valid 
Any children of such a union would be 
considered legitimate. 

According to Jewish law, however, the 
lecturer went on, no Beth Din would 
entertain a petition for a declaration of 
resumption of death lof the absent 
and permit the wife laguna] 
to remarry on such grounds alone as 
were acceptable in English courts.

Having briefly analysed the material 
published so far (in newspapers and 
books) on the greatest tragedy in Jewish 
history,’ Mrs. Reichman stated that, apart 
from oa. few. comprehensive studies, 
including Restlinger’s. Final Solution,” 
it could never be said “ that this imme- 
diate. post-war literature really provides 
a true picture of persecution, nor that the 
pcture it: does paint is not in need of 
supplementation and correction.” | That 
was why the collection of cyewitness

‘ accounts was of such historical import- 


ance. They would cover “ that highly 
interesting period” of Jewish life in 
Germany itself under the Nazis but before 
the “final solution,” the illegal survival 
in Belgium, fake- Aryanisation in the 
strangest circumstances in Holland, the 
extermination camps in Poland, political 
resistance in the Third Reich, refugee 
work in and illegal frontier crossings to 
Switzerland. and so on. 

Mrs. Reichman emphasised that those 
reports, apart from their direct contribu. 
tion to the knowledge of the Hitler 
period, had one additional quality which 
must mak: them particularly important: 
“they make the victims speak up; they 
are the voices of our martyrs... . To 
cause the impact of the Jewish suffering 
to be felt by the future historians is the 
ultimate purpose of our collection of cye- 
witness accounts,” she stated.

_ His best-known work was his transla- 
tion 19 1933 (with the late M. Sperling) 
of the Zohar for the Soncino Press. He 
followed this by collaborating in the 
Soncino translation of the Talmud in 
1935 and of the Midrash Rabba in 1938. 
In the same year his translation (with 
notes) of the Book of Judith was issued. 

A work entitled “Jewish Religious 
Conflicts" was published by Hutchinson 
in 1950; a monograph on Moses Mendels- 
soha was written in 1952; and there were 
numerous other articles and reviews con- 
tributed to journals in this country 
(including THe JewisH CHRONICLE) and 
America. Mr’ Simon also edited the 
literary papers and letters of Israel 
Zangwill. 

In addition to the works which bore 
his mame as translator or author there 
were a large number of others which 
owed much to the help he gave their 
authors. 

On his 80th, birthday last year many 
tributes for his. scholarship and 
humanitarianism were paid to Mr. Simon 
at a reception in his honour given by

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In the Periodicals... 


By “ RECORDER” 


The Liperat Jewish MONTHLY for 

November brings to its readers a new- 
comer to the ranks of Anglo-Jewish 
scholars. Dr. Abram Spiro, who at 
one time studied at Mir Yeshiva and 
subsequently at Columbia University, 
has become Director of Jewish Studies 
to the Liberal Jewish Movement, and 
he contributes some _ interesting 
“ Reflections on the Writing of Bibli- 
cal History.” This is inspired by 
Professor Harry Orlinsky’s new book, 
* Ancient Israel,” and Dr. Spiro shows 
that in addition to being a Talmudist 
he is well acquainted with the prob- 
lems arising out of the literary and 
archeological reconstruction of Bibli- 
cal history. 
From the Hispert Journat. for October 
it iS pleasing to note that there are now 
younger Jewish scholars at work whose 
writings will stand comparison with the 
works of representatives of other reli- 
gious systems. Mr. Werblowsky, of Man- 
chester, contributes to a sefies on “ The 
Present Relation Between Religion and 
Science.””. His owa article is entitled 
“ Revelation and the Law of Conduct,’ 
and he opens with the challenging ques- 
tion whether Judaism really exists. 

_“ It seems easy enough,” he writes, ** to 
give an outline of the evolution of Jewish 
religious doctrines and practices through 
Biblical and Talmudic times, and to des- 
cribe their crystallisation in ‘the sixteenth 
century imto w is now called * Ortho- 
dox Judaism.’ Yet it remains doubtfu! 


“whether such an account can give more 


than the bare bricks and raw material of 
Judaism, in fact whether the term Judaism 
can be applied to it in any very meaning- 
ful way. The Jewish history, tradition, 
and way of life may harbour more than 
one * Judaism,’ and the wise man does well 
tO suspect, in princtple, any neat generali- 
sation. The question before us is not so 
much which version of Judaism is the 
correct ome, but rather whether such a 
thing as Judaism, with a capital ‘J, 
exists at all.” 

Coming to the impact of the modern 
age on religious life Mr. Werblowsky 
observes: “The progressive differentia- 
tion of our whole mental. make-up, our 
more complex and. relativising under- 
standing of history, institutions, and 
symbolic forms (not to speak of the 
sciences), makes it difficult for us to sce 
things quite as. our elders did. Some 
Jews may consider it slightly incongruous 
to attempt to deduce rules of behaviour 
for our complex present from the laws 
of antiquity, by the application of sheer 


casuistry (certainly a legitimate method 


within its limits). It is on this question 
that Orthodox and Liberal Jews part 
ways. But it is surely significant that 
essentially the theological crisis of rab- 
binic Judaism is in the -* practical’ 
sphere; it 1s determined by the confron- 
tation of the vast body of. traditiona! 
halakhah with a complex technological 
civilisation. Compared with this, the 
symbolic pattern that underlies Judaism 
and actually produced the halakhah is 
hardly the focus of conscious crisis.” 


Turning to some recent American 


periodicals | was greatly interested to 
find that. Dr. Jacob Petuchowski, a young 


Reform rabbi who received part of his. 


training in this country, continues to, dis- 
cuss problems of contemporary Judaism 
in an informed and readable fashion. In 
JupatsmM, thé excellent quarterly issued 


by the ‘American Jewish Congress, he. 


deals with “Problems of Reform 
‘Halakhah,” criticising trenchantly some 
of the traditional positions of American 
Reform Judaism. 

The same note appears in the article 
entitled “The Jewish Mission to 
the Nations,”’ which he contributes to the 
October number of COMMENTARY. In the 
optimism of nineteenth-century America 

‘the idea of a united mankind worship- 
ping the God of Israe!”’ was. seriously 
according to Dr. Petu- 
chowski, Isaac M. Wise predicted that 
* Liberal Judaism would be the religion 
of all Americans in the twenticth cen- 
tury.” Yet, he says, “in spite of all the 
homiletical. fervour which has always 
marked Reform pronouncements on the 
issue, the glorious * mission of Isracl’ 
resolves itself. into what it has always 
been over the past eighteen centuries: tlic 


‘passive mission’ that works through 
‘precept and example.’ And the steps 
taken to occidentalise” Judaism and 


make it more attractive (by making 1t less 
‘ different’) to the outsider, far from 
swelling the ranks of Judaism with sin- 
cere and convinced converts, seem rather 
to have led to the weakening of the 
attachment of the Jew himself to 
Judaism. . . 

Dr. Petuchowski evidently harks after 
‘more open missionary activity 
White not claiming a monopoly of the 
key that will unlock the gate to the 
‘kingdom which is not of this world,’ 
religious Jews do believe that the plans 


interesting 


for God's kingdom on earth have been 
delivered into their keeping; that 
Judaism, as the religion with the most 
positive approach (o all aspects of human 
life, holds the best promise of enrich- 
ment for the earthly life of mankind as 
a whole. Those Gentiles, therefore, who 
have this larger salvation at heart, should 
be made acquainted with what Judaism 
has to offer, and should be invited to 
cast in their lot with the household of 
Israel.” 

These days one takes up a copy of 
the JewrsH QuarrerRLy REVIEW antici- 
pating a.polemic on the authenticity of 
the Dead oe Scrolls, and to be sure one 
fi 4 66 pages of it in the October tissue. 

Zeitlin ts as trenchant as ever in his 
sand that the scrolls are “* unimportant 
medieval manuscripts.” 

Further evidence of the renewcd 
interest of Jewish scholars in Biblical 
criticism is provided by the article “ El 
Elohim and YHWH in the Bible,” by 
Professor Segal, of the Hebrew Univer- 
sity. The use of different names for 
God is taken by many scholars as 
evidence thay the Pentateuch is. com- 
pounded of several documents. Professor 
Segal discusses the use of these Divine 
names in other parts of Scripture. In 
his view the interchanges are due not to 
oa change of author or source or docu- 
ment,” but “have their source in. the 
living speech of the day and in the 
fondness of Hebrew. writers for a Ppic- 
turesque variety of expression.

Thus: Our aim is 
not merely survival but conquest; we 
wish to transform the world around -us. 
whereas one of the most striking features 
of this book to a non-Jewish reader ts 
the absence of any such intention on the 
part of the Jews. The accent is on main- 


taining the Jewish community, not 
expanding ii. .. 

The October, 1955, issue of HAPARDEs. 
a rabbinical journal published in New 


York, contains a. responsum by Dayan 
Abramsky on the kashrut or otherwise of 
gelatine. After a fine display of learning, 
the Dayan arrives at the conclusion that 
gelatine, being a new chemical product. 
changes the essence of the originally trefa 
bones. out of which it is produced. and 
is, therefore, to be considered kosher. 
But he then proceeds to argue, not alto- 


gether convincingly, that since, owing to 
ignorance, gelatine has hitherto been 
regarded. as trefa, 1 ought not to be 


permitted now: for this might give the 
impression that “the laws of the Torah 
can be. changed according to the rabbis’ 
whims,” ang that prohibition and per- 
mission are in the hands of the rabbis 
like clay in the hand of potter.’ 
Rabbi Joseph Soloveitchik, of Boston. 
in’ an unusually outspoken article, con- 
demns not only the Zionists for. virtually 
deifying individuals, including non-Jewish 
politicians, but also contemporary rabbis 
who, he maintains, do not even: know 
how to pray properly: “If we rabbis 
prayed faithfully, we would not fear the 
synagogue Wardens and would not agree 
to compromises. .. . In truth, if we rabbis 
would pray, the honour of the rabbinate 
would be higher than in fact,”

Mr. Arieh Unger has arrived in this 
country from Israel as an emissary of 
the Jewish Agency for the purpose of 
strengthening public relations between 
the Jewish Agency and Anglo-Jewry 
in general and with Jewish student 
bodies here in partrcylar. 

Mr. Unger went to England in 1946 at 


the age of 17. after having been im a 
concentration camp in Germany for three 


years, While here he matriculated and 
went to Israe] in 1948, joining the 
Hagana. Later, he became a student at 


the Hebrew University, where he gradu- 
ated in economics and political science. 
For the past two years he has been the 
assistant editor of the IsRAEL ECONOMIST. 

Discussing the objects of his visit. Mr. 
Unger said that it was one of the major 
functions of the Jewish Agency to keep 
Jewish public opinion closely informed 
of events in [srael. 

Mr. Unger stressed Israel's acute need 
for young university trained immigrants 
from the Western world. The rapidity of 
the country’s development since the estab- 
lishment of the State, he said, had 
brought in its train a spate ‘of pressing 
problems for the solution of which it 
was essential to enlist the active co-opera- 
tion of professional’ technically 
trained Jewish: youth, 

He added: ‘It is the opening up. of 
hitherto undeveloped regions which con- 
stitutes the main. challenge to the young 
State at the moment, and it is in this 
field that immigrants from the Western 
world can play a vital part.”

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IRAQ DEMANDS CESSION OF TERRITORY 
** Don’t Coddle Israel ”’ 


From our U.N. Correspondent 

New York. 

During the U.N. Ad Hoc Commit- 
tee’s debate on the report of the Relief 
and Works Agency for Palestine 
Refugees, Fadhil Jamali, the Iraqi 
delegate, demanded that Israel should 
surrender part of her territory for the 
sétilement of Arab refugees. 

He said: * This is no time to coddle 
Israci. She should be told that if she 
wants economic aid and © security 
guarantees she must yield to the Arabs 
* their right to their territory and homes,’ ’ 

The Briuish and “Norwegian members 
of the Committee took exception to 
Jamal's reference.to Mr. Herbert. Morri- 
son and Mr. Trygve Lie as “ men utilised 
in the internationalist Zionist cause.”’ 

Lebanese and other Arab spokesmen 
‘have, throughout the debate, repeatedly 
condemned Israel's refusal to: readmit 
refugees. 

The British. delegate, Mr. P. M. Cros- 
thwaite. deplored the fact that the 
debate had become a political exposition 
of the entire Palestine question. Empha- 
stsing. Britain's interest in. securing a 
political solution, he said that the Com- 
mitice must confine itself to the matter 
before t-—the work. 

Mr. Crosthwaite was the only delegate 
to point out the Agency's achievements. 
He made no mention of repatriation, but 
emphasised the value of- rehabilitation 
projects. 


The Dutch delegate, Me, Dekadt, said 
the Arab States had no. right to deplore 
the ‘misery of the refugees while they 
obstructed any project intended to help 
themr. When the Arab countries spoke 
about repatriation, they meant, in fact, 
the military conquest of Isracl. he added. 

The New Zealand delegate § said: 
“ Hundreds of thousands of refugees are 
not going to be resettled in Isracl. The 
Assembly should act accordingly in seck- 
ing solutions.” 

Mr. Eban said that it would be 
‘unmerciful and imprudent to hold out 
io the refugees repatriation hopes that 
could not be fulfilled. He accused the 
Arab States of keeping the refugee 
problem alive for the sake of sterile 
political controversy. 

As for the plan submitted by Mr. 
Labouisse, the Director of the Agency. 
allowing refugees to choose «between 
repatriation and compensation, Mr. Eban 
said that if the refugees had full know- 
ledge of the changed conditions awaiting 
them, they would cease clamouring to 
return to Israel and accept resettlement 
elsewhere. Israc! could not and would 
not be party to a plan that would lead the 
refugees to make a choice which could 


lead only to * frustration, tragedy. and 


war. 

Mrs. Irena Domanska (Poland) said 
that the refugees’ fundamental right 
—of repatriation or compensation—con- 
tained 1n the resolution of December 11, 
1948, had not been granted. 


SOVIET AWARD FOR 
JEWISH GENERAL 


From a Correspondent 


The Presidium of the Supreme 
Soviet in a special edict dated Novem- 
ber 3. has awarded the Order of 
Lenin to Colonel-General Yakov 
Grigoryevich Kreiser, a leading Jewish 


general, famous for his heroic exploits - 


during the last war. 


According to IzvestTia, the Order was 
bestowed on him on the occasion of his 
Sith birthday and recognition of 
his services to the Red Army.” 

General Kreiser was one of a large 
group of high-ranking Jewish officers in 
the Red Army frequently mentioned in 
the Soviet Press for their valour in the 
batiles against the Nazis on Russian and 
later on German territory. At one time 
during the war the Seviet Press reporied 
that there were at feast 20,000 Jewish 
war heroes tn the Red Army, all having 
been decorated for gallantry. After the 


war, and with a change in Stalin's 


tude towards the Jews. the Soviet Press 
was silent on the fate of these dis- 
tinguished soldicrs. it was rumoured 
that hundreds of them serving with Red 
Army units in Germany and other parts 
of Europe had either been suddenly 
recalled to Russia or dismissed the service.
